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THE CORNER STONE. 

KXKKC1SKS AT TI1F. NKW lll'U.DlNn OF THE 
N'KWTON CKNTKH BAPTIST ClUWCIf. 

The comer stone of tlic now Baptist 
church on the corner of Helicon and Centro 
streets, Newton Center, was laid last Satur- 
day afternoon with appropriate ceremonies. 
As the day was clear and cool, a large 
number ot people gathered to witness the 
event, the street being filled with teams, 
the settees provided crowded with people, 
and even the scaffoldings and building 
stones utilized as seats. Prof. .1. M. English 
called the assemblage to order, and tho 
exercises commenced with singing by a 
mixed quartette composed of the follow- 
ing persons: Mrs. Mansfield, soprano; 
Misr. Dougins, contralto; G. W. Walton, 
tenor, and Tloraec M. Walton, bass. Ap- 
propriate Scriptural selections were read 
by llev. H. V. Colby, 1). 1)., and after sing- 
ing by the quartette tho following interest- 
ing historical address was rend by Itcv. O. 
S. Steams, D. D: 

I have been requested to sketch in as 
few words as possible, tho appearance and 
history of the two houses of worship hith- 
erto occupied by the Haptist church in 
Newton Centro. The history of the church 
as given by Hr. Clark in tho “Centennial 
Anniversary,” 1880, and completed in the 
manual by the present accurate clerk of 
the church, Mr. Afclntyre,will be deposited 
in the box. A sketch of tho new building, 
drawn by tho building committee, will like- 
wise bo deposited there.' Those who wish 
r fuller history of tho church and society 
will find it in the History of Newton by Dr. 
Smith. But those who aro to open the 
box a century or more hence, may wish to 
picturo to themselves' the places where 
their fathers were wont to meet, and in 
sacred adoration worship the truo and liv- 
ing God. 

It would be fitting that I should say 
some words of cheer and hope. It is a 
transition hour with us. With the laying 
of this corner stone the clock strikes tho 
hour of departure. We pass from the old 
to the new. The thoughts, plans, prayers 
mul aspirations of years are now taking 
shapn in tho massive walls around us, and 
soon they will welcome us to our religious 
home. We are to leave a dead past and 
enter upon an era of greater -possibilities. 

1 might praise the dead for what they 
achieved, and exhort the living to look 
into a grander future and gird themselves 
for the task. I might dwell upon the glory 
which belongs to a house of God, and urge 
you to make ready in heart and spirit for 
the coming of the Shechinah. But you 
need no praises, and would not profit by 
exhortations. In erecting this liouso we 
are performing no act of benevolence; wo 
aro simply caring for ourselves, our child- 
ren and our children’s children. We be- 
lieve in one God, revealed as tho Father 
and the Son and tho Holy .Spirit, and we 
would honor Ilim with our substance, by 
erecting in Ilis name an honorable place, in 
which II is honorable name shall be honored 
and adored. Like tlic builders of the Tab- 
ernacle, we have brought our gifts, not 
grudgingly, but willingly, not as a sacrifice 
but as a free-will offering. “Every one 
whose heart stirred him up to come unto 
the work to do it.” has laid his gift upon 
the altar, and his ’gift lias been accepted 
with tho promise which' is before you; but 
the edict has not yet gone forth, “Let 
neither man nor woman make any more 
work for the offering of the sanctuary,” 
because there is enough and too much. 
Though with groatful hearts we record tho 
fact that the $75,000 needed for the new 
house has been pledged, more will be 
needed, and more will be offered or I mis- 
take tho nobility in the hearts of the build- 
ers. The dead speak to us to-day; the 
noble venerable dead; they who gavo of 
their poverty for the plain buildings in 
which they assembled, and he who left us 
but a few years ago, whose generous gift 
was a pledge of his undying love for the 
spot on which we now stand, and his undy- 
ing wish that this sanctuary should go up. 
They have passed on: but their deeds come 
echoing to us from tho skies, and in their 
deeds are these cheering words: “Be 
strong, bo of good courage, quit you .like 
men.'" 

There were a few Baptists in Newton 
prior to 1700, but most of them, if not all, 
were members of Baptist churches in Bos- 
ton. I. ike other Bantists of their day. they 
were taxed for the support of the minister 
of the town, as well as for the minister of 
their own choice and belief. They paid 
tiie town’s tax, under protest, until they 
were released from the unjust claim in the 
year of Independence. 177d. During tho 
io-called “Great Awakening,” which began 
in 1740, under the preaching of Whitfield, a 
New Light or separate church was formed 
in Newton with Nathan Ward as its pastor, 
hut several of its members having changed 
their views with reference to baptism, its 
proper inode and its scriptural subjects, 
they were baptized on profession of their 
faith, still retaining their connection with 
the scpaiate church. The majority of the 
church, however, liecoming Baptists, Mr. 
Ward not sharing their beliefs, resigned his 
seven years’ pastorate, and the Bantists, 
financially poor hut spiritually rich, for 
nearly 20 years were accustomed to assem- 
ble for worship on Lord's day, and at other 
times, in dwelling houses and a school 
house, aided in the services by laymen and 
visiting ministers, as circumstances permit- 
ted. seeking to maintain the doctrines and 
ordinances of Christ, as they understood 
them. These 20 years wore preparatory to 
a gathering of the brethren in the house of 
Elisha Fuller, .Juno Oth, 17H), “to know.” 
rays tin* record, “each other’s minds rela- 
tive to forming a new Buptist church.” At 
this and two other subsequent meetings, 
articles of church-building, or what might 
hi- tinned churcli-conduct, for they were 
destitute of doctrinal, statement-, were 
adopted, and on the memorable July oth, 
17 so, iu the house now occupied l»y Luther 
Paul, some :ihor .'10 persons assented to them 
in the presence of a numerous congrega- 
tion, and they were recognized as the First 
Baptist church iu New tou. i'ho ooufcssiou 
Vi faith which wax jead to them at lh<- *aim- 
tiino, and to which they likewise assented. 


was probably that of tho Second Baptist 
church in Boston, now Warren avenue. 

But they bad no bouse of worship. They 
were poor in this world's goods, but rich in 
faith. They held their meetings in the 
house where they were organized into a 
church, then owned by Noah Wiswall, pav- 
ing a small sum for tho privilege, worship- 
ping also iu mild pleasant weather, under 
the noble, now venerable elms in front of 
the house. To defray expenses, a 
collection was taken up weekly, as 
the Lord had prospered them. Six 
months after their organization as a 
church, .Tan. 17. 1781, the society which had 
already been formed voted to erect a bouse 
of worship on land given by Mr. Wiswall 
opposite the residence of Henry Paul. By 
this vote the building was to bo :15 feet 
square, but tho building committee pre- 
ferred something less rigid in its propor- 
tions. and. with the assent of the society, 
its dimensions were changed to 40 feet by 
32. The estimated cost was $1000. Accord- 
ing to the chronicle, tho scats were rough 
hoards resting upon carpenter's horses, the 
pulpit, capable of holding two persons, was 
of the same material, unplancd boards, and 
there were twenty wall pews and 24 pews 
back of the body seats. Honor was given 
to the honored. Tlio largest subscription 
was diynificd to the highest position, or the 
best pew, and no person could ow n a pew 
who had subscribed less than £10. Tho 
house was rather barn-like in its external 
appearance, was cold in w inter and seem- 
ingly comfortless at all times. Fourteen 
years jfessed away before it was favored 
with a stove, at a cost of $40, and 
thou so fearful were they of the in- 
truder the society passed a special vote 
as to its exact location and the window 
through which the funnel should find its 
exit. Five subscriptions between the 
years 17S1 and 1788 were necessary for 
carrying on the work, and not untii 1702 
was there a pulpit whose appearanco indi- 
cated the saereuness of the spot. Its cost 
was about $50. Ten years later, in the 
summer of 1802, tho house was enlarged 
by an addition to the west end of 17 feet, 
affording space for 24 new pews. This en- 
largement cost about $1200. On the front 
of the building was a wide high porch with 
three doors. Near tho right and left doors 
stairs led to tho galleries. The middle 
door was opposite the door opening into 
the main audience-room. Tho added part 
was afterwards removed to Needham nnd 
converted into a dwelling house. Tho 
original house as modified for its present 
uses, stands on its old site. 

We can enter this completed church of 
our fathers, if wo will, nnd if it is in the 
time of worship our eyes will naturally 
turn towards the high, small pulpit, on thu 
west side of the house, opposite the en- 
trance, with Father Grafton’s eyes looking 
kindly but keenly upon us. On tlie floor 
of the liouso we shall see three aisles, a 
broad aisle and two side aisles. Bound 
the walls aro box-pews for large families, 
with turn-up seats for tho amusement 
of the children at the close of tho long 
prayer. The body of the house is tilled 
with ordinary slips, and at the eastern end 
of the broad aisle there are six square pews, 
three on each side. On the left side of the 
house, as we are standing, there is a gallery 
with square pews against the wall, and iii 
the gallery on the right side there are 
simply slips. One of tlieso galleries was 
set apart for the men, the other for the 
women. 

If we descend into the basement wo 
shall find a room with a swinging partition 
for baptismal purposes, and around the 
walls fixed seats, backless benches filling 
the rest of the space. This room was 
used for the more social religious purposes 
of the church, but it was damp, unhealthy, 
and cold. At a .date I am unable to lix, 
the suffering here being no longer endur- 
able, a more convenient, appropriate vestry 
was built on land near by, now owned by 
our faithful Sunday School superintendent, 
Brother Armiugton. It was subsequently 
converted into a dwelling house, and is 
now located on Clark street. Such was 
the first house of worship of our fathers 
during a period of a little more than fifty 
years. Hero the people of God for many 
miles around, sonic on foot, some on horse- 
back, and some in carriages were accus- 
tomed to gather Sabbath after Sabbath, to 
listen to tho word of life as it fell from the 
lips of Pastors Caleb Blood and Joseph 
Grafton, and “up each other's minds by 
way of remembrance.” as every six weeks, 
with special preparation, ami undor the 
special laws of their covenant, they sur- 
round the table of the Lord in holy com- 
munion. And hero the good old preacher 
Grafton preached his parting sermon by 
being borne from its walls to his grave, 
pastor and house closing their service to- 
gether. 

During tno last twenty years of the 
period just referred to, tho church had be- 
come tho mother of churches. Seven 
Baptist churches had been formed in tho 
region around Newton, some part of whose 
constituent members, and in four or five 
instances the larger part. had had tho home 
ot their first love with her. Father Grafton 
said of one of these depletions, cheerfully 
but plaintively, “When the hoes swarm, 
they always leave honey enough in the 
hive for those that remain to live on;” but 
there was so little honey left in the hive, 
alter the last depletion, tho formation of 
the Baptist church in Newton Upper Falls, 
sonic were disposed to break up the old 
hive and abandou it. Not all however, A 
levy choice souls remained. They were re- 
enforced by the ofiicers, students and 
friends of the Institution, which had re- 
cently come to stay among them. The 
light on the Hill prevented tho light in tin- 
valley below from being put out. And not 
withstanding they were a feeble folk in 
numbers aud resources, they resolved upon 
a new site and a new house, thu site the 
epot on which we now stand; the house the 
house wo have just left. Tho spot was 
selected mainly lor tho accommodation of 
the Institution, and the house was of larger 
proportions than tho needs of the 
church at that time, for the convenience of 
the anniversaries of the Institution. The 
change from the borders of the beautiful 
lake to this location doubtless changed the 
centre of this ward of our beautiful city. 
Tho village would naturally have grown 
picturesquely around the lake, instead ol 
apart from it as now. But it was not so to 
he. Aud notwithstanding the loss of 
several wealthy members of the church, 
who demurred at tho change of location; 
notwithstanding nine-tenths of the mem- 
bers of tho church who came preferred 
the old spot, the building went up aud on 
the 22d ot Dec. 1 Kid, it was dedicated to 
tho worship of the God of their lathers. 
Jt was not dedicated, however, free from 
debt. F'icnds from other places rendered 
much aid, hut promises were made which 
were unfulfilled, and for many youi * the 
little hand struggled on amid fear and hope 
carrying a heavy load. 

It was a modest plain structure, built upon 
a lot donated by Anna White, by her first 


marriage tho wifo of Ebrnezer King, from 
whom she inherited the land, nnd grand- 
mother of Lucy Ann White, our present 
highly esteemed post-mistress. Tho lot 
then given was much larger than that we 
now occupy. Tho house contained 7(1 pews. 
There were three aisles. There was a row 
of single news along the north nnd south 
walls, rtiui six wing pews on either side of I 
the pulpit, those on the left being assigned , 
to tlic students of the Institution. The 
front of the house was hare of ornament, 
with broad steps tho entire width of tho 
building, and a small square tower with a ! 
short pinnacle at each corner. The pulpit, j 
unlike the former one, was large enough for 
a minister's council, the front part of it j 
sufficient for tlic pulpit, of the reconstructed 1 
building twenty years afterward, behind 
which was a heftvv drapery trimmed with 
little bells, lominding one of the young ob- 
servers of “the hells and tho pomegranates 
on the high priest’s robe.” 

Opposite tlic pulpit was a gallery for tho 
organ and choir. Thu house was painted 
white, with green blinds. The windows 
were long and plain. The house presented 
a cheerful, welcome appearance, and 
was deemed in that day a model for 
cheap, economical houses of worship 
for tho Baptist churches throughout tho 
country. At least tradition has it that 
Pastor' Willard at the meeting of tho Bos- 
ton Association following its dedication so 
commended its graceful architecture. 

Such was the liouso ns I recall it when I i 
came to Newton in 1844 as a student, and 
listened once more to the familiar voieo of 
my four years’ pastor iu college. The im- 
pression of the house upon tho eye was 
very pleasant; it was well filled; tho sing- 
ing was spirited, the choir composed chiefly 
of students, and the preaching was lucid 
and Scriptural. 

But tho part of the house most precious 
to my memory was tlic vestry in the base- 
ment. There I first knew this people as 
pastor; there on bended knees we poured 
out together strong supplications and tears. 
There wo first assembled at the table of 
the Lord. There Zion travailed and brought 
forth children, some still remaining and 
some having passed on before whom tho 
Lord shall count when Ho writctli up His 
people and say “This one was born there.” 
Plain, unattractive, damp, unhealthy, to 
me it was a most sacred place, until Dec. 

2, 1800, the well-known chapel opened its 
doors, and by its seasons of refreshing re- 
vivals became equally memorable as the 
birthplace of souls. 

Of tho house as remodelled and reopened 
Jan* 31, 185(1, I need say hut little. The 
entire front was changed and took the 
form in the cut contained in tho Centen- 
nial Memorial. The design of tho archi- 
tect was to place a cross on each of tlio 
towers, but the one on the north tower 
was cut off to gratify the anti-Romanist 
feeling of a good deacon [Stone 1 ,, and the 
stump was dubbed a smoking cap. A bell 
was put into the south tower at the same 
time. The clock, “presented by Reuben 
Stone, 1827,” the unique biography of 
which by Dr. Clark, can be found in the 
History of Newton, took its old place on 
the front of the gallery opposite the pulpit. 

It was a harmless, noiseless clock. It did 
not strike — it simply admonished. The 
auditorium was enlarged, the pews were 
rearranged and changes were made in the 
rear of the pulpit. After tho liouso was | 
redcdicated tno pews were sold at auction, j 
and it was found that tho buyers had left 
the middle pews out in the cold. They had | 
chosen to take tlic Word sidewise. There j 
was no audience iu front of the preacher. 
Perhaps the choice was made from a feel- 
ing of mi worthiness; perhaps from a desire I 
to reserve the choicest pews to strangers; 
perhaps to avoid tlic appearance of rank 
according to wealth as in the former house. 
Whatever the reason, tho preacher was 
compelled to press a few into the middle 
pews to relieve his embarrassed position, 
and soon was pleased to find them nearly 
all well filled. 

Tlic later changes in the house wero the 
taking down of the front gallery, tho pur- 
chase of a new organ and placing it at tho 
right of the pulpit, tho putting in of a 
baptistery in 180'J, and tho increase in tho 
number of pews in 1874. 

Such, in brief, is tho story of the two 
houses. But houses of worship have a his- 
tory as well as an appearance. This his- 
tory is thu history ot tlio scones trans- 
acted within their consecrated walls, and 
these scenes pertain emphatically to tho 
growth, work and intiueuco of the chinch 
for whom nnd by whom they were built. 
Have these houses been to tho Baptist 
Church iu Newton Centro the house of ! 
God — tho gato of Heaven? The answer is j 
ready. It comes from tho world beyond and ' 
the world that now is, and says “Wo know I 
iu all our hearts and in all our souls that 
not one thing hath failed ot all tho good 
things which the Lord our God spake con- 
cerning u.s: all aro conic* to pass unto us; ' 
not one thing has failed thereof.” God has I 
prospered us lar beyond our deserts, lie | 
lias allowed us to send iu many souls won j 
into His kingdom and to send many souls to ! 
estaldishlhs kingdom in tho uttermost parts 
of tlie earth, lie has allowed us to scatter { 
ami yet Increase. He has helped us pic- I 
serve the laith ot our lathers untainted by 
poisonous errors. Our numerical strength | 
up to date embraces 1518 names, Imt this 
is little compared with those unseen Imt 
mighty forces which through tho preach- 
ing of the gospel and the Christian life 
have toned up the lives they have touched 
and brought life and immortality to tho 
many who have sped thoir way heaven- 
ward though not of us iu church relation- 
ship. Our gifts for odjeets of benevolence 
may ho reckoned by the hundred thou- 
sand, but thoir chief value has been iu tho 
faith aud tho prayers that accompanied 
them. Our first half century was a period 
of growth but attended by sad defections; 
our second half century has likewise a 
period of growth, but the immorality ami 
IioiVMr.x of the first half have not marred 
it. We have learned that faith, it it have j 
not works, is doadiu itself. We have vori- j 
lied Hie trembling hope of Father Grafton 
that the Great Shepherd carries the lambs | 
in his anus, and that to the lambs as well 
as to the sheep lie gives eternal life. Thu i 
walls of those houses hav. listened to tho I 
voices of Pastors Blood, Grafton, Willard, i 
Ripley, smith, Stearns. Clark ami Braislin, ! 
as they proclaimed the unseat ohablc riches | 
ot Christ, ami to the voice ol many ol the 
chief men of our own denomination and of 
other denominations on themes akin to the i 
gospel ol Christ. More than 750 full gradu- 
ates of our Institution have here received 
the blessing of Aliua Mater and have gouo 
forth into all iho world to herald its in- 
structions. By us as a chinch ten have re- 
ceived license to the Christian ministry, 
all hut one of whom have been ordained n» 
the work elsewhere, and within the walls 
of these churches ten have been conse- 
crated to tin work and prayci and the lay- 
ing on of the hands of the picshyteiy. And 
fioni these walls have been born the lit

And now as wo say farewell to tho pad.

gai, changing it somewhat : “He strong all 
ye people, snith the Lord, and work, for I 
am with you. saith tho Lord of Hosts, ac- 
cording to the word that I covenanted with 
you. t he silver is mine, and tho gold is 
mine, saith the Lord of Hosts.

Following the address tho report of the 
building committee was road by the chair- 
matt. Mr. .lames 8. Newell. Tito welcome 
ftict was disclosed that the entire amount 
necessary for the construction of tho 
church, 875,000, had been raised ami that 
the society was free from debt. Honor 
was done to the late Gardner Colby, who 
bequeathed $25,000 to tho society it a now 
church should he built within ton years, 
costing not less than $50,000.

Gardner Colby, photograph of tho interior 
of the old church, the last calendar of 
worship, general catalogue of the Newton 
Theological Institution for 1880, historical 
address delivered at the 50tli anniversary 
in 1875, memorials of Dr. Ira Chase, H. F. 
Ripley and Gardner Colby, minutes of the 
lioston South Association, 1880, Missionary 
Magazine for July, 18S0, baptist Home 
Mission Monthly for July, 1887, the latest 
copy of the Watchman, Dr. Stearns’s his- 
torical address, the report of the building 
committee, the names of the contributors 
to tho building fund, and the architect’s 
card. An original hymn was then read by 
Dr. S. F. Smith, and sung by tho audience, 
l’rnyer was offered by Dr. Alvali Hovcy, D. 
])., and the benediction pronounced by Dr. 
Clarke, a former pastor. The original 
liymn was as follows: 

Wo build on Christ, oar corner-stone,

Glory shnll crown Ilis name alone,

Til K POMTICAIi FWIiB. 

The remarkable stagnation in local 
politics will probably bo somewhat lessened 
i*y the return of the political leaders, who 
have been discussing the situation by 
slioro ami mountain, but so far there 
promises to bo no opposition to Mayor 
Kimball if lie should consent to run again. 
His popularity is oven greater than last 
yea*, and his administration is so satisfac- 
tory, the interests of tlio city are so care- 
fully looked after, that there is no desire 
for a change, and ho can probably bo re- 
elected as many times as Mayor Doyle of 
Providonco. It is said that the Republi- 
cans this year will not make a separate 
nomination, and ns Mayor Kimball is as good 
a Republican as there is in the party, it is 
not easy to see why they should. When 
there is no reason for a change it is foolish 
to make ono. 

In regard to representatives, Mr. Wal- 
worth has well earned tho honor of a 
second term, and will bo renominated with- 
out any doubt. He took a prominent part 
in legislative proceedings, and was on the 
right side of the questions that came up. 
In regard to the other representative no 
candidates have been mentioned as yet, and 
it is not known whether Mr. Wood would 
accept another term or not. Ilis experi- 
ence was of great advantage at the last 
session, and he was justly regarded as one 
of the most influential members of the 
house. 

As far as state politics are concerned, 
Newton people are fairly well satisfied with 
Governor Ames, and will offer no opposi- 
tion to tho renoraiuation of the whole 
state ticket, which seems to bo the pro- 
gram already marked out. Newton can be 
depended on for a big Repulican majority, 
no matter who is nominated on tho other 
side, although there promises to be an un- 
usually largo prohibition vote hero this 
year, owing to the cowardly policy of the 
majority in the last legislature. Tho 
remedy, however, would seem to bo to 
nominate Republicans who will have the 
courage of their convictions, instead of 
joiping any third party movement. 


COLLECTOR NALTONMTA LL’M SIDE. 

Collector Saltonstall will have the sup- 
port of the people, irrespective of party, in 
his trouble with tho Democratic smelling 
committee. He says that he lias a very 
indefinite idea of the politics of the men 
under him, and if the civil service law was 
designed for any purpose, it was to remove 
public offices from the control of local poli- 
ticians. The civil service law, he says, an 
official is bound to obey as much as any 
•other law. In an interview with a Boston 
Dost reporter, Mr. Saltonstall defines his 
po&ition as follows: 

‘*1 consider that the very existence of 
this republic depends on this or a better 
law. It has its faults, and can bo improved, 
but on the whole is efficient, and I have 
found it so in its workings. With one or 
two exceptions I have not drawn a single 
titan from the civil service lists that has 
not proved not only acceptable, but emi- 
nently so, for the position to which he was 
appointed. The party that succeeds in 
carrying out aud making permanent a 
thorough reform of the civil reform 
sendee and in redeeming the country 
from the spoils system should ami will, in 
my estimation, receive the gratitude of 
posterity. And it is with this conviction 
that I desire this great glory for inv own 
party. Moreover, I believe it is upon this 
issue that the next presidential election 
will be decided, and the party which tho 
people believe will be tho truest to this re- 
form will succeed.” 

Unfortunately, Collector Saltonstall 
seems t» lie directly at variance with tho 
majority <>f his party on this question, and 
the country has seen how impossible Pres- 
ident Cleveland found it to conduct his ad- 
ministration in opposition to the wishes of 
his party. There are a few honored Dem- 
ocrats. like Mr. Saltonstall, who are earnest 
believers in reform, but events have proved 
that it is impossible to bring the party up 
to their level. If recent reports are correct, 
the Democratic civil service commission- 
ers, even, are unfriendly to reform prin- 
ciples when they keep Democrats “out in 
the cold,” and if that party is to continue 
in power the outlook for reform is not very 
encouraging. 

I IIIC FUULIC NCHOOLS. 

About the dullest kind of literature is 
that included under the head of annual 
school reports, and perhaps it is only 
natural that it should bo so, as most re- 
ports are merely routine uffairs. However, 
once in a while, we discover a report in 
which he writer rises superior to his sub- 
ject, aud infuses it with his own personality, 
so that the casual reader is not only interest- 
-cd but instructed as well. 

Of such a character is the annual school 
report of tho city of Taunton, whose super- 
intendent! Mr. •). S. Bartlett, seems to take 
a very practical and common sense view of 
the public school question, aud aims to 
make his report something more than a 
mere formality. 

The policy lie is endeavoring to adopt in 
the Taunton schools is “simplicity and 
flexibility,” and not u mere effort at dis- 
play, aud the report itself only contains 
about half tho number of pages of our 


school report. In the beginning, Mr. 
Bartlett says that while the Taunton 
schools compare favorably with those of 
other cities, ho will omit tho usual con- 
gratulation on the “high standard of 
efficiency.” which phrase is employed by 
men who wish merely to please. Tho re- 
sults attained are very meagre, and this 
is not the fault of the teachers, but of “too 
much educational agitating, experiment- 
ing and change;” “thero is too much 
diffusion of energy,” “there is too much 
changing of reasonably satisfactory text 
books, for now ones that are shorn of all 
difficulties and filled with pretty pictures; 
there is too much supplementary reading, 
through which the pupils scamper to cull 
the funny parts, and, as they must finish 
just so many books, there really isn’t time 
to dwell on elocution and expression.” In 
short, to sum the matter up, the public 
schools are conducted too much in iho 
interests of the publishing liousos. 

The frequent additional requirements of 
tho law, lie says, are to make tho work 
of superintendents, teachers and pupils 
more burdensome, and as a natural 
sequence, more unsatisfactory. It is im- 
possible to meet the requirements literally 
and, for instance, “there cannot be a high 
school principal who is capable of fulfilling 
the demands of the law.” 

The recent text book law, Mr. Bartlett 
says, has a very injurious effect, both on 
supervision and teaching. Tho superinten- 
dent’s time is required in the details of a 
book-seller’s trade, and porter’s and ex- 
pressman’s work. There is a saving in the 
first cost of the books, but tho ultimate 
saving is imaginary. The superintendent 
has to take tho time lie should bo spend- 
ing in the schools, in handling and opening 
cases, and in running errands to the 
schools. Then tho teachers are burdened 
with the task of receiving, counting, num- 
bering, recording and countless other de- 
tails, and the teaching is robbed of just so 
much valuable time. 

As Taunton is a city of about the popula- 
tion of Newton, tho foregoing comments 
will apply equally well here, as the same 
causes operate here against the boasted 
“high standard of efficiency.” We need 
fewer changes, merely for the sake of 
change, in texts books, courses of study, 
and other details of school work. Tho 
old saying that “a bad workman quarrels 
with his tools” is just as true in school 
work as in any other trade. It is also true 
that tho more complex the school system is 
made, tho more unsatisfactory are the re- 
sults accomplished. 


THE STATE TAXES. 

There lias been some inquiry as to the 
reasons for the great increase in the state 
tax this year. One reason is found in the 
labor agitation, which has broken up in- 
dustrial contracts in prisons, which former- 
ly brought into the state treasury largo 
sums of money. The revenue from this 
source was largely reduced last year, and 
there will be another great reduction this 
year, as our wise legislature has direeied 
that several contracts soon to expire shall 
not be renewed. The last legislature also 
passed an act, prohibiting contract labor 
in prisons, reformatories and houses of 
correction, and also forbidding tho uso of 
any machinery in such institutions not pro- 
pelled by hand or foot power. The several 
thousand able-bodied criminals in these 
institutions will evidently soon do nothing 
for their support if this kind of legislation 
is kept up, and the taxes will bo corre- 
spondingly increased. The state charities 
are also increasing at an amazing rate, and 
it is well to bear in mind that the great 
majority of criminals and paupers come 
from the immigrants, who are yearly pour- 
ing into the state in great numbers. The 
legislation on these matters seems to bo 
wholly in the interest of the labor agitators, 
and against the interests of the tax -payers. 


The Waltham Tribune lias kindly sent us 
a handsomely gotten up pamphlet, con- 
taining short biographies and portraits of 
the members of its city government. The 
press work is faultlessly done, hut evi- 
dently Waltham does not select her city of- 
ficials for their beauty. We hope each man 
paid for his hundred copies in spite of the 
pictures. 


Newspaper Directory. 

C. S. Gosse, of 44 Kilby street, Boston, j 
has just issued a neatly hound “Directory 
of the American Press,” which contains a 
complete list of the newspapers in New 
England, the Middle, Southern and West- 
ern States, with their circulation, time of 
issue and class. The hook will he found a 
handy one for advertisers to have, and it I 
has evidently been prepared with consider- j 
able care. Mr. Gosse does not claim that ■ 
the figures representing the circulation of 
the various papers are absolutely correct, 
but thinks they are as reliable as any that 
can he obtained. 

Judging from the way the Newton papers 
are rated, wo should say that the figures 
were sufficiently accurate for the date the 
book was given to the printer, about three 
mouths ago. At that time thero was a 
difference of about 200 in the circulation of 
the two Newton papers.but as the Graphic 
has gained a large number of regular sub- 
scribers since then, there is probably less 
than that difference now. Mr. Gosse is 
highly recommended by those who have 
had dealings with him, as a reliable agent, 
and his directory certainly contains much 
valuable information.

A Monument to Dr. Latimer. 

Zion’s Herald contains the following de- 
scription, which will he of interest to 
many Newton friends of the late Dr. Lati- 
mer : 

A unique and beautiful monument has 
been placed over the grave of Dr. Latimer, 
in Mount Auburn— the tribute of a wife’s 
affection. The design was made by Charles 
Edward Parker, in accordance with the 
suggestions of Mrs. Latimer. Upon a lino- 
out, granite plinth is a moulded base of 
Italian marble, hearing the name Latimer. 
On the base is a richly cut die with mould- 
ed angles, coi nice amt top so carved as to 
drvelop four paneled gables. 

The panel in the front gable is the full 
height of the die, with a trefoil head, and 
represents a portion of a library, in which 
all the hooks are closed, hut bearing as 
titles tho names of Hegel, Kant, Fichte 
anu other metaphysicians, from which tho 
Doctor often quoted in matchless lectures 
in order to vindicate Christian doctrine 
from rationalistic opponents. On the top 
of the die is an open Bible, the verses of 
tho 110th Psalm beautifully engraved then 
on: 

51. "Tliy statutes have been uiy songs in the 
house ol' my pilgrimage.” 

77. ‘Thy law is my delight. ” 

l-'J. "Thy testimonies nro wonderful." 

Tho alcove with its closed volumes and 
the open Bible, symbolize the devout ami 
simple heart of the < hristiau scholar who 
would turn with delight Horn all his stores 
of human learning to tho pure fount of Di- 
vine wisdom. On the reverse of the die is 
the simple inscription, suggnsted by a 
valued editorial friend: —

Horn in lH.'ii. Died in 1884. 

Beloved, laumnted, ho still lives in the lives or 
his students.

IN MEMORIAM. 


MAKY CL.YUKE SHANNON. 

E. I). C., whoso initials most of our ron<l- 
ors will easily identify, pays the following 
tribute to Miss Mary C. Shannon of this 
city, in the last issue of tho Woman’s .Jour- 
nal : 

It is not good that we should let. such a 
life close on earth without a few words, 
utterly inadequate though they may he, to 
record what it has been. As wo watch tho 
sun sink below the horizon, theic gradually 
spreads a radiance over tho sky which 
makes every cloud a Tabernacle of glory, 
and gives us a greater sense of his majesty 
than the noon-dav beams which have tilled 
the earth with life; and so. when a noble 
life closes hero, its radiance seems to light 
up the whole sphere of its relations, and 
we know the ideal truth and beauty of tho 
soul which has dwelt among us so long. 

Mary Shannon was born in Barrington, 
N. II., September i), ISlil. Her father was 
nlieutenant in tho army, lie died of fever 
at Saekett’s Harbor, during tho war of 
181*2-15. She was born about tho time of 
his death. Her mother, Mary Waldron, 
was a daughter of Col. Waldron, a well- 
known citizen of Barrington, N. II. By her 
father’s death the. mother was left with|six 
children and only her scanty pension. With 
her youngest children she remained with 
lior lather, and here Mary was brought up 
in a generous, hospitable homo. 

When a younggirl, she went to a cousin’s 
in South Boston to make a visit, and she 
remained there eleven years. She took part 
in all ihe life of a large family, and was 
also active in the benevolent work of the 
neighborhood. She followed her Sunday 
school children to their homes — with help 
and sympathy — and sonic of them never 
lost her care and love through their whole 
lives. Here she passed through a great 
joy and a heavy sorrow, which consecrated 
licr life anew to service for others. 

She went to her brother’s homo in New- 
ton in lS-li) with her mother. Sho was the 
light and life of t lie house. She watched 
tenderly over her mother’s declining years, 
was tho stay and support of her brother, 
and tho good angel of his children. Since 
tho death of her mother and brother, she 
has lived there with her niece, making the 
home a radiating centre of love, joy and 
blessing t.o all who came within its influence. 
From tiiis home of forty years, she passod 
to her eternal home as sweetly and trust- 
ingly and calmly as “from one room to an- 
other.” Her illness of nine months was 
patiently borne, and deepened the impres- 
sion of her holy life. 

Mary Shannon was of the rarest and 
noblest typo of women. Majestic in per- 
son, with a countenance of noble beauty, 
full of glowing health and life, she at once 
impressed all who saw her, in woods or 
garden, in her large hat, with staff in hand, 
as a goddess of nature. She was Diana in 
tho woods— close ally and friend of trees 
and flowers and streams, and every animal 
and living thing. Sho knew their secrets 
and met their 'wants from sympathy. Sho 
loved even the brown earth, and when she 
took it in her hands and rubbed it, she felt 
in it tho potency and promise of all the 
beauty and use that would come out of it. 
“I have known the love of God in human 
beings and nature,” sho said. Humanity 
in every form was dear to her. Iler love 
of children was a perpetual out-flowing of 
a mother-heart, aud she won them to her 
and held them with a fascination they 
could never resist. Sho was one with them, 
and they were at ease and at homo with 
her. But, in whatever society she came, 
she* was peeress of the realm. With no 
pretensions to learning, sho was educated 
by thought, by reading, by experience, by 
close observation of nature, by loving ser- 
vice, and by communion with noble souls. 

The great and the learned found her com- 
panionship full of charm and refreshment. 
Vet no one was so humble as to feel set 
apart from her, or offended with condescen- 
sion or cold charity. Sho took the fanner, 
returning from his work, up the hill in her 
carriage, and talked with Him of his work 
and all the interest of tho town, and gave 
and reoeived valuable information. By her 
swift intelligence and sympathetic insight 
she entered at once into the highest realms 
of thought, and her rich imagination al- 
ways brought poetic illustration from her 
rich stores experience in nature and life. 
The truths of science were fully welcome 
to her; she had often anticipated the reve- 
lations of biology in her own sympathetic 
relation to animal and Ilowor. 

The true, broad sweep of her mind freed 
her from all bondage to traditions and her 
universal humanity made her a keen re- 
former of wrongs; so she was active in all 
the great work of her time for human 
progress. Site was an abolitionist in tho 
earliest days of protest against slavery, 
deeply interested in the war, in the educa- 
tion iif tho freedmon, and an active mem- 
ber ol tho Five Religious Association. Sho 
gavo of her time, her sympathy, her means, 
to every cause which won her approbation. 

Sho had (tie deepest interest in all tho 
movements for the advancement of woman 
and the establishment to the right, to suf- 
rugc, and aided it in every way possible to 
her. Tho support, of a free bed in the New 
England Hospital and other constant hone- 
factions to it spolco her interest in the edu- 
cation of women physicians. Her con- 
stant aid, sympathy and love were given to 
Harriot liyan in her noble work for incur- 
ables. It is impossible to onumoifite all tho 
charities she has helped; hut nearest and 
dearest of all to her was tho Newton Home 
for Orphan and Destitute oil Is. founded in 
l.S7‘2, and now named for its lirsi blessed 
matron. Aunty Pomeroy. To Miss . Shan- 
non, with the aid of the dear niece who was 
one with her in all things, this owes its ex- 
istence. She gavo constant personal care 
to it, and tin wisdom of its management 
and tho success of its efforts are mainly 
duo to her counsel and love. Nlio knew 
every child and was friend and benefactor 
to every one; and fitly did the sweet young 
voices sing hymns of trust aud gratitude to 
God about her grave. 

What she was to her family, to friends, 
to every one who know her, in sorrow or 
jov, in sickness of health, words cannot 
toll, AJJinultitudo of mourning yet grate- 
ful hearts, and they atone, can tell the 
blessing of her private ministrations of love 
and sorviep. 

.She had no idea of her groat gift of speech, 
but her conversation wa rich, fluent and 
imaginative, and sho listened as well as she 
talked. Sho loved art in every form, inu.vio 
was a need of her soul, nnd sculpture and 
painting both gave her genuine enjoyment. 
Color was a natural expression of her rich, 
loving nature; hut her own art, in which 
she expressed herself, was the cultival ion 
and arrangement of llowers. Her garden 
was her atelier, her bouquets were poems, 
every one lull of thought and sentiment. 
“Every flower in her hand was laden with 
a thought.” She could never give to mui 
friend flowers she had prepared for another 
any more than sho could exchange letters 
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But she had a word for every one, choice I 
rare flowers for those who appreciated 
them, nnd abounding supply of the homely 
beauty for all. While talking in her gar- 
den her lingers, seemingly unconscious, 
picked the little sweet violets and hound 
them into bunches, nnd her bag was filled 
with them when she went into the eifv that 
idle might help them to go on their mission 
to every one in need.” How often in spring 
time the fragrance of the violets as <»no 
opened the door betrayed “Mary lias been 
tbero.” 


She shrank from publicity nnd did not 
like to give her name with her gifts— only 
would slio givo it when it was her duty i • » 
stand by an unpopular cause or when per- 
sonal recognition was the greatest of gifts. 
•She was thoroughly brave, physically ns 
well as morally. .She once stood unflinch- 
ingly by a young girl enduring a severe 
operation without ether, and the poor suf- j 
feror gathered courage from her eyes. A 
true woman, she could bring all her re- 
sources to moot the emergencies of the 
hour and never failed while there was duty 
to ho done. 

she was generous to the extreme, lavish 
in everything she could bestow on others, 
her tlowors, her fruit, her money, her 
strength, her time, her sympathy, yet sho 
never wasted anything that could hoof ser- 
vice to any human being. The overcrowd- 
ed flower-bed must he cleared, but some 
empty spot, was found for every lily and 
violet that bloomed to bless, the seeds must 
be saved to be sown in some empty garden, 
everything must ho helped to do its mis- 
sion of good. 

Wonderful, too, was her faith in good- 
ness. Heavy sorrow, terrible trials had 
been hers; sho had seen treachery and evil 
and sin about her, but they could not 
darken her heart. Always trusting, always 
seeing the good before the evil in others, it 
was a bitter experience which made her 
ever withdraw her love and confidence 
where sho had once placed it. 

With a union of physical strength and 
beauty, practical ability, and judgment, 
and outflowing, tender love, she had also 
a soul attuned to religion as its native 
tongue. Nothing to her stood alone, every- 
thing was in divine relation to the great 
source of all good, to the illimitable future. 
An optimist to the core of her heart, she 
never doubted the universal goodness, and 
sho was sanguine and buoyant and full of 
hope in every experience of life. So she 
trusted herself and believed she could help, 
and did so with wise and ready hand. 

What has Death to do with Life, save to 
strip from it a worn-out garment, a tool no 
longer useful, and leave it- free to expand 
into more glorious proportions? The sun 
basset, even the afterglow will fade, and 
then will still shine the eternal stars, the 
sun to other worlds than ours. 

The hearts that loved her will keep her 
memory green, hut when even her 
name has passed away the inliuencc of her 
lifo will not bo lost, hut will have spread 
its seed far and wide, and the great prin- 
ciples for which she lived and in whoso 
faith she died, will still remain animating 
others to such work as she has done, and 
bringing them such joy as she has known.

We have been striving for the last four 
or six weeks to make some current men- 
tion of flics (the Muscat domestica), who 
run the household affairs of this partof the 
Garden City during dog days, but whouever 
we have put pen to paper for that purpose 
they seemod to divine our intention. The 
subject itself, knowing what wo were 
about, overwhelmed pen and pencil, 
dipped playfully into tho ink and trailed 
hieroglyphics over our best copy. Thoy 
are so affectionate — so attached to one’s 
person— hovering, flirting, osculating lips, 
nose, ear-tips and eyebrows with fond 
caresses — never repulsed — bearing no 
grudges— sharing every pursuit— pursuing 
every change of location and attitude and 
relieving the lonesomeness of the country 
with their gay companionship and count- 
less numbers, always ready with an escort 
specially detailed, to whom it is no trouble 
whatever — rather a pleasure— taking their 
musical instruments along with them into 
the woods in the hottest days, and are at 
our service always and without weariness. 
When night comes they know enough to 
fold their gauzy wings and go to sleep, so 
as to rise the next morning with tho sun 
and wait upon man, who is not, as a gen- 
eral thing, sweetly responsive to their en 
dearments at so early an hour. 

On the contrary, their cousins, tho mos- 
quitoes (Lat. musca), though descended 
from the same progenitor, Beelzebub, havo 
differentiated widely in the long process of 
evolution.

We found him on the star- 
board rail gazing towards his nathe land, 
lie spoke English rather indifferently, as 
they all do, but sufficiently to answer all 
questions. 

So wo gathered from him that almost six 
years before, in tho month of August, ho 
accompanied a party who were throe days 
iu ascending from the base to tho summit. 

They camped oaeh night, felling trees 
und constructing temporary shelter. There 
was plenty of game, hut it was cold as 
winter. 

On reaching the plain at the top, they 
found it about ten or twelve miles across, 
and away off towards tho center of it rose 
that little cap, which looked about as 
large us a lady’s thimble, but they were 
half a day iu ascending it. 

Now perched on the very summit of all, 
they looked down upon Flores, Corvo, 
Grucioza and the rest of the Azores, and 
with a glass they could see tho Mudoiras. 
This point of that little apex was a flat 
surface of about three miles diameter, and 
depressed in the ceuter. 

Descending this hollow they were 
astonished to find it so hot as to be un- 
comfortable. Steam and heated gas were 
oozing from the cievices of the rocks, and 


crystals of sulphur lying round, glistening 
in the sun. 

No flame was ever known from El Pico 
within the records of history, and yet this 
eye-witness says, tho rocks were so hot 
they were In danger of burning their 
shoes, and their clothes wore wet through 
witli not steam. 

Descending tho mountain they traversed 
snow nnd ice for about three miles, and 
came to a belt of stary soil without a 
blade of grass, or a shrub, where midsum- 
mer probably had invaded iast year’s frost. 

Then the lit liens and mosses covered tho 
rocks, then grass and low' shrubs appoarod, 
finally pines and cedars, with “various 
kinds ot forest trees that ho had never 
soon before.” 

Thoy started at 5 n. m. on tho ieo and at 
(1 p. ni. came to whore figs and oranges 
ripened in tho open air. Tho base of this 
lingo mountain is covered with plantations. 

Tho soil is volcanic ashes. Irrigation is 
ahundant, being supplied from the never 
failing source of the snow nnd ico above. 

Little rills are constantly trickling 
towards tho cultivated region, stopping 
soniotimc8 on their way to form pools of 
the purest water, already iced and clear as 
crystal.

Mr. Juquith says that the 
article to which he takes such a dislike is by uu 
n lonymous writer. Writing over a nom* dc 
plume, with the real name in possession of the 
paper, is always permissible, so this charge of 
Mr. Jaquith’s falls Hat. 11c also says : “the officer 
reported that the boys were hard coses aud had 
been arrested before.” That statement is false, 
and ho can bring no evidence to prove the con- 
trary. Still continuing, lie attacks the officer 
for Ids (the officer’s) lack of judgment, nnd sin- 
cerely hopes that the officer will be the recipient 
of “severe censure” from his “superior officers.” 
This is ngniu where he shows his ignorance, for 
were lie cou versa nt with the rules of the city of 
Xewton, lie would k.uow that the city prides her- 
self on being kept free from just such parties as 
these fellows under discussion, nnd that wheu 
officers do their duty, as they did in this ease, 
they arc commended by both the citizens and by 
their superior officers, and not reprimanded as he 
desires.

terous conduct of these boys, it was the truth, else 
Webster and Worcester have placed a wrong con- 
struction upon the word. 

In closing, I particularly desire to call attention 
to Mr. Juquith, who “poses” us n humanitarian 
and a Christian, llow any man iu a sane condi- 
tion can make such comparisons ns docs he, be- 
tween Christ nnd his disciples and these rowdy- 
ing, lVolicing set of boys, all decent people will fail 
to understand.

THE TAX LIST. 


TIIK LARGEST TAX PAYERS IN WARDS ONE 
AND SEVEN. 


The assessors have finished their labors, 
as many of the citizens have discovered, a 
large part of the tax hillr. having been 
already sent out. Tho list contains many 
interesting features, among which the fol- 
lowing have been selected. The number of 
persons assessed in the city is 8,203; of 
whom 3,838 pay a poll tax only, 4,423 pay a 
tax on property, and of those who pay polls 
only 10 arc women, which is a most deplor- 
able showing for such a city as Newton. 
There are 5,071 male poll tax payers. 

The total value of property in the city is 
832,277,307, of which $9,190,411 is on per- 
sonal property, $11,052,975 on buildings, 
and $11,427,891 on land. There are 1,771 
taxed horses in tho city; 1,017 cows, 3,830 
dwelling houses, land 9,879 acres of land. 
Ward Six has the most wealth, with Ward 
Seven second, and Ward Five the lowest on 
the list. There are 4,423 property owners 
in the city. Mr. Thomas Nickerson of 
Newton Centre, pays $3,457.74, and is prob- 
ably the heaviest tax payer in the city. One 
curious fact is that the Parsons estate in 
Ward Seven, which paid the largest tax 
last year, is reduced this year to $853.20. 
The rate of taxation is $15.80. Following 
is a list of those who pay $500 or over, in 
j Wards One and Seven:

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NEWTON’S CENTENARIAN. 


How His 100th Rirtlnlny Was 
Celebrated. 

Addresses by Mayor Kimball, Ex- 
Governor Rice, Prof. Hagar 
and Others- 


Poems by Dr. S. F. Smith, Thomas 
Drew and Henry Lemon. 


On Saturday, Sept. 3d, Mr. Seth Davis 
was 100 years old a great crowd of 
people gathered at his residence on Water- 
town street West Newton, to do ’‘onor to 
this venerable citizen. Seats were arranged 
on the spacious lawn in front of the house, 
under the handsome maples planted by Mr. 
Davis’s own hands, and shortly after noon 
people began to assemble from all sections 
of Newton and other cities. About forty 
of bis old pupils were present, and these 
together with Mr. and Mrs. Davis, were 
photographed in a group around one of the 
piazzas of the house. A largo number of 
congratulatory letters had been received 
from old pupils and friends who were un- 
able to be present. 

The guests included members of the 
present and past city governments, and 
prominent citizens of Newton and there 
were about 13,000 people upon the 
grounds during the afternoon, some of 
them having come from distant cities to do 
honor to their old friend and teacher. 

THE FOJtMAI, EXERCISES 
began at 2:30, a temporary platform in front 
of the house containing Mr. and Mrs. 
Davis and the speakers. This was hand- 
somely decorated with llowers, and several 
national Hags were festooned about the 
trees, giving to the grounds quite a gala 
appearance. 

A choir of children in charge of II. M. 
Walton, director of music in the public 
schools of the city, composed of present 
and former pupils of the Davis School, 
Waltham street, so named in honor of Mr. 
Davis, was present and rendered appropri- 
ate music. ThS exorcises began with tlio 
singingof the Doxology and prayer by Hcv. 
Alvali Ilovey. After the rendering of the 
‘ Wondrous King of Heaven” by the choir, 
Mayor J. Wesley Kimball arose and made 
the* following introductory address: 

MAYOR K I M II ALL’S INTRODUCTION. 

Ladies and gentlemen :— We have met 
lien; to-day to pay our respects to our ven- 
erable fellow-citizen, Seth Davis, Esq., on 
his 100th birthday. This great assembly 
which has convened to honor him is a grand 
proof of the real friendship entertained for 
him, and is a magnificent tribute of esteem 
to bis life work and his worth. Mr. Davis 
was born in the year the constitution of 
the United States was adopted, and is a re- 
markable witness of the wonderful devel- 
opment and history of the country; and 
whether in time of prosperity or depression, 
in time of peace or war, lie has always been 
an ardent supporter of the government and 
maintained a fixed faith in the grand suc- 
cess of the country. These flags which 
beautify the residence of him whom wo 
have met to honor, emblems of the nation’s 
greatness and of the people’s security, adorn 
a loyal home. During Mr. Davis’s long 
residence here — now more than 84 years — 
be lias taken an active part in public affairs, 
and been an earnest advocate of whatever 
poliey he believed to be best adapted to 
promote thu prosperity of Newton. He 
lias been prominently identified with and 
always interested in the church and the 
schools. Mr. Davis has a fondness for the 
cultivation of flowers, and a love for orna- 
mental trees. There are very many line 
large trees which beautify our city that 
were his gifts. It is appropriate, 1 am 
sure, that Mri Davis, who is so fond of the 
beautiful in nature, should be seated here 
in i lie midst of these rare plants, surround- 
ed by flowers of the sweetest perfume, and 
beneath the spreading branches of these 
magnificent trees planted by him more 
than half a century ago. Though Mr. 
Davis was greatly interested in the man- 
agement of town affairs, and was promi- 
nent in many enterprises, yet his chief em- 
ployment, and that in winch he most de- 
lighted, was as teacher, in this profession 
lie had marked success; he understood the 
art of teaching, and had advanced views 
concerning educational matters; and to the 
knowledge ho imparted to his pupils he 
added the benefits of a noble example. The 
large number present of the former pupils 
of “Master Davis,” and the regrets of those 
who are unable to participate in the cele- 
bration of this rare occasion, are rich testi- 
monials of the affectionate regard and re- 
spect for their teacher. In behalf of Mr. 
Davis I extend to his former pupils, and to 
ull his friends, a hearty ami cordial wel- 
come. 

Mayor Kimball then introduced lieu. 


Alexander II. Rico. who made the chief [ 
address of the day, and one that was full of i 
interest and local allusions. Ho began by | 
expressing bis pleasure at the opportunity 
of giving expression to bis feeling toward 
bis old teacher and life-long friend and | 
said : 

Any event, or circumstance which re- 
quires a o ltuiy of timo for its develop- , 
ment,, or which involves a century of dura- 
tion, is, to say tho least, extraordinary. 
For the centuries are the longer spaces by 
which wo measure thojprogress of history, 
into which wo classity tnc incidents anti 
vicissitudes of dynasties and races, ami by 
which wc divine into equal |eras the ever- 
lengthening web of time. 

How much more extraordinary is a cen- 
tury as the measure of a single human 
life! And how tender is tho commemora- 
tion of the centennial birthday <>f a man 
whose long career has been full of dili- 
gence, usefulness and good example! And 
how pathetic such a commemoration be- 
comes to bis pupils and neighbors and 
fellow-citizens, by whom ho has been 
ever held in merited respect and venera- 
tion! Gladly wo conic to rejoice with Mr. 
Davis on bis centennial birthday anniver- 
sary, to weave fresh garlands for his brow 
and to crown him with our tributes of 
honor, gratitude and affection. 

The birth of Mr Davis antedated by a 
few days the adoption of tho federal con- 
stitution. He is, therefore, a little older 
than our form of government, and is one 
of the few survivors who also lived under 
the old articles of confederation. We can 
hardly realize that at the time of his birth 
the white population of tho country was 
only about three millions, or not much 
more than one half tho present population 
of tho State of Now York, and that they 
chiefiy resided on the Atlantic border, 
east of the AUeglianies. Florida itlien be- 
longed to Spain; Louisiana and tho terri- 
tory southwest to France; the groat North- 
west, soon to ho the most populous section, 
was designated as unknown territory; tho 
vast mineral States in tho centre of tho 
continent wero indistinctly known as tho 
rotrion of the Rocky Mountains and of the 
great Americau; Desert, and tho Pacific 
slope belonged to Mexico. The revolu- 
tionary war had been fought, tho victory 
won, and America, except her 700,000 
blacks, was free; but it was the freedom of 
the youth who has broken away from pa- 
ternal control, without having yet found 
his occupation or gained his equilibrium in 
the world. 

After speaking of Mr.. Davis's career as a 
teacher the speaker said: “The school, as I 
remember it, had somo peculiar and origi- 
nal features. The school house was pecu- 
liar iu construction, and designed to pro- 
mote good order and discipline, as it were, 
automatically; and thus to aid in dispens- 
ing with the labial tactics of Xantippe on 
the one hand, and with the birch bark 
efficiency of Solomon on the other. The 
centre of the room was a clear space, and 
around tho walls ran a series of stalls, each 
separated from another by a high parti- 
tion. after the fashion seen in some eating- 
houses now; and in each stall was a short 
and narrow seat, so that its occupant could 
see no fellow-pupil except on tho opposite 
side of the room, or at least beyond 
speaking distance, while each and every 
one was visible to tho master. I say that 
each one was visible to the master, though 
it is manifest that, when seated in his 
chair in the centre, the master’s back 
must bo toward some of the stalls oil one 
or more of the four sides of the room. 

There are different methods of teaching, 
according to the ideal ,of the master or to 
iiis forecast of the conditions of society 
into which liis pupils will ultimately conic; 
and in analyzing them perhaps we shall 
find one which may properly by called edu- 
cation and to another which may bo called 
instruction. The one looks to the build- 
ing up of the mind by developing and 
strengthening its faculties, making them 
dexterous, versatile and efficient; the other 
looks rather to storing the memory with 
facts, the products of other minds or the 
result of experience. While both these 
inethods'are useful and necessary to a de- 
gree, stiil there are limitations beyond 
which every school takes on the distinctive 
characteristics of one or the other; and its 
pupils will be more or less effected by it in 
their subsequent career. 

No reminiscenso of school days at “the 
Academy” in which 1 participated would 
approach completeness, unless it embraced 
some reference to the daughter of tho mas- 
ter, Miss Harriet Davis. Her zeal in study 
was contagious, and tho purity of her ex- 
ample was potential in giving tone and 
character to the school. 

After speaking of Mr. Davis’s researches 
in astronomy Mr. Rico said: 

Hero are brought into exorcise the pow- j 
ors of observation, of classification, of i 
mathematical equation of time, of specific j 
gravity and motion, of memory, of imagi- ' 
nation, of reason, of the sense of beauty, of ; 
the sentiment of sublimity, and of what ' 
the disciples of Mr. Emersou call the 
“oversoul,” which finds expression' iu ! 
adoration and devotion. Tins was Mr. ! 
4 Davis’s idea of education. It is not my 
’purpose to discuss different systems of j 
education, but simply to indicate that Mr. i 
Davis’s plan, as I understand it, was to en- 
courage habits of observation; to go at 
subjects in a direct and unconventional 
way; to maintain cheerfulness; to kindle 
enthusiasm and to develop thought. 

The speaker concluded as follows: 

Mr. Mayor, I purposely pass over and 
leave to others all that may be said of Mr. 
Davis iu bis relation to this community I 
during his long residence in Newton. lie 
has seen it rise from a moderate tow u of \ 
scattered and fragmentary villages mid 1 
farms, to be one of the wealthiest, most j 
cultivated and most beautiful cities of Now \ 
England. 

He is with us to-day iu fairly vigorous 
health, to enjoy its salubrious air, to feel ' 
the pressure of friendly hands, and to re- i 
spotid to the salutations of throbbing I 
hearts. In an interview about two years | 
since, uhon lie was well on in his 118th year, 

I asked him how lie managed to disposo of 
his time from day today. “Why,” said ho, 
“I go daily to my business like other men, 
and, besides, I am interested in affair^.” 

As I listened to that reply 1 was reminded i 
of another remark of the great Roman 
philosopher and orator when he said: “As j 
I like a young man in whom there is some- 
thing of the old, so 1 like an old man iu ' 
whom there is something of the young.” i 

Venerable and beloved friend: As the 
shadows of life continue to deepen with 
its descending sun, may peace and serenity 
fill your evening hours; and by-and-by, 
when the morning shall break, may it be 
with revelations to your enraptured eyes 
of joy unspeakable uud full of glory.

Ilo said that lie was glad 
to acknowledge his indebtedness to bis old 
teacher, and it, was a ploasuro to see him 
enjoying a serono old ago. as a reward of a 
well-spent youth and manhood. 

Next came nil original poem by Rev. S. 
F. Smith, 1). ]).. who was present and read 
tho following lines:

apart a day to do honor to such a man, who 
had spent liis life in laboring for the good 
of others, did much to restore one’s faith 
in mankind. The influence of Mr. Davis 
had been felt for good upon the schools of 
Newton, which had served as a model for 
other cities to follow. Ho had also shown 
that it was not necessary for a man to die 
in middle ago, but that life could bo pro- 
longed by temperance in all things. Mr. 
Kingsbury paid a high tribute to Mr. 
Davis’s wife, who was making his later 
days such pleasant ones. 

MR. THOMAS DREW 

then read the following poem entitled “A 
Tribute to Seth Davis from a Neighbor, 
On the Anniversary of his lCJtli Birthday.” 

A century’s completed year,

A Common Error in History Corrected. 

Nothing is more common than the notion 
that tho Church of England was founded 
by Henry VIII. Some of the popular 
histories and many controversial writings 
have attributed tho origin of the Church 
of England to that licentious monarch. 
Perhaps fifty per cent of the fairly intelli- 
gent people we meet really believe that 
when King Henry could not induce the 
Pope to snnetion It is divorce from tho 
queen he set up a church of his own. so 
that the Cluueh of England became a split 
from the Roman Catholic church. Of 
course no one who has really studied tho 
question could hold such an absurd view. 

Dr. Lyman Abbott, a very well known 
American writer, although not a church- 
man, has made an earliest effort to correct 
some of the popular errors connected with 
this subject. 

In an article published by him a lew years 
ago he says:“Knglaud possessed a primitive 
Christianity before tho time of Augustine. 
The first apostles there were not Roman- 
ists, and there never was a time in Eng- 
land's history from tho days of Alfred tho 
Gloat to those of Henry VIII, when tho 
best’spirits in its church and among its 
people did not claim independence ot the 
papal see. The act of Henry YJ11 did 
but finally dissolve an allegiance which 
had never been more than nominal. More- 
over this ecelosiastial independence of the 
English people which does not date from 
the sixteenth century was kept alive hy a 
succession of religious teachers who pos- 
sessed the free spirit of the later Protest- 
ants. The Protestantism of the Anglo 
Saxon people dates from the introduction 
of primitive Christianity into England hc- 
loro the Bishop of Rome preferred h claim 
to he a universal father.” 

“When Henry tho 8th was unable to ob- 
tain a divorce from the Pope, he declared 
that henceforth for him ami for his people 
there should he no Pope. When he was 
excommunicated lie dolled the papal do 
Ol’ee, and the people, the clergy and the 
Church of Kuulami sustained him in that 
defiance.” 

The breaking of tho papal power in 
England rendered the reformation in tho 
church Possible. No new church was 
organized, tho old one was simply reformed. 
The church thus reformed was, except 
during the reaction under queen Mary, the 
church of the English people. However 
little some of them relished tho reformed 
doet tines ami usuugos, they recognized it 
as their cluueh, until during the reign of 
queen Elizabeth the pope’s decree ordered 
all who accepted his supremacy to with- 
draw from the Church of England. Tufa 


decree was the occasion of the first formal 
Rftimration from the national church. 

The time lias indeed come when whatever 
ono’s viows may ho upon the religion* 
question* involved it must lie regarded a* 
a mark of ignorance to *ay that King 
Henry VIII founded a church, or that the 
Church of England had its origin as an 
offshoot from tho Roman Catholic church.

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THK HTRKET RAILWAV. 

There seems at last to be some signs of 
life about tho Newton streot railway -project, 
ami a public hearing is now announced, at 
which both those who object and 
those who favor may appear and be 
heard. As all the indications now point 
to an electric motor as tho propelling 
power, it is not probable that the object- 
ors will bo many, as most of those who ob- 
jected last winter, did so because of their 
fear that it would ho a horse railroad. 

It would certainly be a great convenience 
to have a street railway between tho differ- 
ent villages, especially between tho two 
sides of tho city through Walnut street, as 
the circuit road is both a long ways round 
and the fares are rather oxliorbitant. Six- 
teen cents between Newton and Newton 
Centre, a distance in a direct line of less 
than two miles, is a good deal too high. 

The street railway would also be a great 
thiug for tho High School scholars, ns 
it would carry them right to tho building 
in stormy weather, and the visits to the 
cemetery, about which so much has been 
said, would become a comparatively easy 
matter. 

With the kind of rails and paving pre- 
scribed by the highway committee, which 
has shown a watchful care for the interests 
of the city throughout tho discussion, it is 
not probable that tho tracks would be of 
serious inconvenience to carriages, and the 
road would certainly open up a very desi- 
rable section of the city, as yet unimproved. 
When people look at their tax bills, it is 
not believed that they will seriously object 
to a scheme that promises to bring a largo 
number of residents to help pay tho ex- 
penses of the city. 

DltEDKIlVG Till-: CHARLED. 

The citizens of Watertown arc agitating 
a great scheme, that of dredging the 
Charles river from the Watertown arsenal 
to the Galeu street bridge, a distance of 
one mile. Selectman Charles Brigham, G. 
E. Priest and W. A. Learned of the Gas 
company have been appointed a committee 
to take measures to interest the mayor of 
Newton and other adjacent citios, Con- 
gressmen and others, and a town meeting 
is also to be held, as Watertown claims 
that the dredging Jis necessary for san- 
itary reasons. All who have been in the 
vicinity of the river when tho tide is out 
will endorso this latter /daim without any 
hesitation. 

It is thought that the work could be done 
for §00,000 and this would bo a way of re- 
ducing the surplus of which all citizens, 
both free traders and protectionists, could 
approve. It would be much more profita- 
ble than rendering navigablcjsomo obscure 
stream in the West, and although it can 
hardly be included among agricultural in- 
terests. we presume Congressman Burnett 
would do his best to get the appropriation 
through. 

Such a thing might really be a good thing 
for Newton. By building a wharf at tho 
foot of Jefferson streot coal could be un- 
loaded there right from the barges, and it 
could be sold at Boston prices. The Gas 
company could also get their coal cheaper 
and thus reduce the price of gas. Water- 
town has really shown some signs of enter- 
prise in starting this agitation, and Newton 
will be glad to join in and help lobby it 
through. 


UK. DAVIS' RIHTHDAV. 

The 100th birthday of Mr. Seth Davis 
was observed in a manner befitting a man 
whose long life has been of such an honor- 
able nature, and who has left traces of his 
strong character upon tho city in which he 
has made his home. Tho tributes paid to 
him by his old pupils show that the 
arduous work of a teacher often receives 
higher#rewards than anything which has 
a mere money value, and it will serve as an 
inspiration to te tellers everywhere, who 
arc doing to-day what Mr. Davis was doing 
so well fifty years ago. Newton may well 
feel proud of such a citizen, and the action 
of the city government and tho remarks of 
the local speakers were evidence that he 
is regarded as belonging to the whole city, 
and not to West Newton alone, which can- 
not claim all the honor, merely because he 
happens to live in that ward. 

A report of tho proceedings, with a 
summary of the speeches made, will be 
found on another page, together with an 
excellent likeness of Mr. Davis, which wo 
are able to give through tho courtesy of 
the Boston Traveller, in which it appeared 
last Saturday, together with a full report 
of the proceedings. 

We are triad to say that Mr. Davis suffered 
no ill effects from the celebration, hut en- 
joyed it all thoroughly, and lias been 
able to be out this week. Tho good wishes 
given him seem to be already having their 
•fleet. 

JCDUK UBNIGNATIU.Y 

Newton people, as well as those of the 
state generally, were very sorry to learn 
that Judge Gaiduer hud resigned his seat 
upon the supreme bench. There have been 
very lew men who have fulfilled all the 
duties of that position more satisfactorily, 


and he has boon nn honor to tho judiciary 
of tho state. His resignation is only an- 
other indication of Judge Gardner's high 
souse of duty. Whilo ho is daily growing 
stronger, it will ho some months probably, 
before ho would bo able to to resume his 
duties, and it was probably a fear that the 
interests of the stale might suffer that led 
him to take such action. 

Judgo Gardner was appointed to tho 
Superior Court in 1875 by Governor Gaston, 
and on tho death of Judge Waldo Coburn 
in 1885, Governor Robinson appointed 
Judge Gardner ns his successor. 

Tho vacancy has been promptly filled by 
Governor Amos, who on Wednesday ap- 
pointed Judge Marcus P. Knowlton of 
Springfield to tho position. Ho is 48 years 
old, has served several terms in the jegisla- 
ture.and was elevated to the superior bench 
in 1881 by Governor Long. 


It is not yet decided whether to attribute 
the few eases of malaria which have ap- 
peared in tho city to boating upon tho 
Charles river in tho evening, or to a lack of 
sewerago. Tho residents of Cork City, who 
havo been serious sufferers from fever and 
ague, would probably say it was the latter. 


Women should remember that tho last 
day on which they can be assessed is 
Thursday, Sept. 15, and that all who have 
not been assessed are deprived of tho 
power of voting for members of the school 
committee. 


The Democrats will havo to stir round 
for a candidate for governor, now that John 
F. Andrew refuses to run again. This re- 
fusal is hardly encouraging for the party. 


Republican caucusses for tho election 
of delegates to the State. Senatorial, Coun- 
cillor, and county conventions will be held 
Saturday evening, Sept. 17. 


Field Day to Newport. 

The Newton Natural History society ex- 
cursion to Newport eamo off last Wednes- 
day. Tho early morning was rainy, and 
although the rain ceased before seven 
o’clock tho lowering clouds and southern 
winds looked unpropitious enough to deter 
any but the most fearless from the attempt 
to spend tho day at the seashore. Accord- 
ing to the program noticed last week in 
this paper, if the day proved stormy the 
excursion was to take place the first pleas- 
ant day after. As Wednesday morning pre- 
sented so undecided a character, Dr. J. F. 
Frisbio took an early train for Boston and 
immediately wont to the Old Colony depot, 
to meet thoso who came from the different 
parts of Newton. They came to the num 
her of 24, all prepared to run the risk of 
cloud and rain. Old Prob. bad been nu- 
merously consulted, and the general opin- 
ion was a pleasant day. Dr. Friable decided 
to have thoso assembled choose whether 
it was “a go or no go,” and called for a 
vote upon tho question. It was an almost 
unanimous vote to go— only one negative— 
and go they did. 

At 8:10 in a special car the party left 
Boston and sped on their way for the his- 
toric and now.fashiouablo sea-girt city and 
watering place. 

Through beautiful suburban towns and 
villages on to busy Taunton and busier 
Fall River, down along the broadening 
river where waters rise and fall with the 
ocean tide, they went, the clouds growing 
thinner and thinner, and wido patches of 
intensely blue sky showing hero and there, 
till the bright sunshine cheered every one 
and with happy faces each said, to listen- 
ing cars— when a lull in the animated con- 
versation gave a chance— “I told you so.” 
At twenty minutes of twelve they were 
in Newport and immediately the program 
for the day’s rides, walks and sight-seeing 
was decided upon. 

The first was a walk up to the main 
streets seeing tho state house on tho way, 
(Newport sharing with Providence the 
honor oi a Capita..) 

Rhode Island is tho smallest state 
in the union— hardly larger than a county 
in some states, yet tho people are not sat- 
isfied with one capital but must have two. 
There is a story told (probably there is 
some malice in it) that when the Rhode 
island militia go out lor a target shoot, the ! 
target is set up in Massachusetts, the rifle- 
men go to Connecticut and shoot across I 
the state, as there is not room in it for the j 
whole performance. The state house 
stands at the head of a little square, in 
which is placed the monument to Commo- 
dore Perry. On one side of this square is j 
the Perry House, built ou a part of the j 
grounds belonging to the old Perry man- 
sion. 

Farther up the street the Jewish syna- 
gogue and old Jewish cemetery wore seen, 
and then the party visited »ho Public Li- 
brary. Just beyond is Truro Park, in 
which stands the celebrated old Round 
Tower, that has excited so much specula- 
tion as to the time of its erection and for 
what purpose it was built. It was un- 
doubtedly built for some early settler, 
crowned with a windmill and used to grind 
the grain raised by the farmers. 

From this point the party went to tho 
beach, where the bath bouses are, and 
there, seated on the piazza, took their mid- 
day lunch 1 ami watched the surf as the 
waves tumbled in on the rocks and sands. 
There were not many bathers out, or rather 
in the water. To one of the on-lookers 
eamo to mind the little story of the green 
down-caster who saw ladies in their bath- 
ing suits tumbling around as the waves 
came in, and smacking bis lips be said -‘it 
reminded him of something they had ’ter 
hum,” and when asked what, replied, 
“’Lassos and water.” 

Then to the cliff walk for a little while 
i and back to Truro Park, where the barge 
was to meet them. Here, having a few 
minutes to spare, they all visited the beau- 
tiful, Chaiiuing Memorial church. As good 
fortune was on the side of the excursion- 
ists— this was the ladies’ opinion- the 
i party happened in just in season to witness 
a wedding. This not being down in their 
printed program. Was a surprise enjoyment, 
and added to the success of the whole oui- 
iug. 

At ten o'clock the barge was on baud 
ami (prickly Idled— full— and away they 
were off for (hat ride which will long he 
remembered t<> e.e.y one of that merry 
• company -the Ocean Drive. It would be 


impossible td describe nil tlio beauties both j 

natural and artificial, seen on this twelve , 
or thirteen mile ride. It must he seen to 
be appreciated. Rugged vockbound counts, 
elegant villas, rolling waves, dashing 
against the rocks and shooting upwards 
into spray— velvet lawns,— flowers and 
shrubbery, all combine to render this one 
of the most variod and delightful rides on 
the New 1 England coast.

He is especially glad to see his old 
pupils. lie lives in the past, and the days 
of teaching are most frequently reviewed 
and lie takes pride in tho work accomplish- 
ed as seen in tho men and Women who have 
gone forth to successful life from his 
school. 

If he could speak to you ho would say, “I 
havo been a strange ami a busy man”— and 
this is true. “Strange” in that ho has al- 
ways been in advance of his time— is now 
imfecd in being 100 years old. Wo shall 
none of ns probably catch up with him in 
this rare attainment. “Busy” in that he 
lias always been at work. * 

I am sure that if he could utter his wish 
in return for your kindness, it would lie 
that you all may have as peaceful and 
painless nil evening of lifo'as that through 
which lie is passing.

It may 
he truly said that you contracted your malady in 
the service of the commonwealth while acting in 
tiro lino of duty, and that jou arc thereby morally i 
entitled to the benefit of the provisions or Chap. IC2 
of the Acts of 1K8T>. In accepting your resignation, i 
I tender you, in behalf of the commonwealth, the i 
s\ input hy of all her citizens on account of your con- 
tinued illness, and their regret that yon arc coin- ' 
pel led to relinquish a position in its judicial depart- I 
inent which you have faithfully, ablv and honorably i 
discharged for a period of 12 years. And this you | 
have done with great benefit and credit to the 
StAte. 

Hoping that in the retirement which you now I 
seek you may regain your health, and that vears of ' 
usefulness nt.d happiness are still before vou, I atn 
yours with the highest respect. Oliver Ames. 

Tho chapter of the statutes above re- 
ferred to provides that any justice having 
held commission 10 cousecutivc years and 
having attained the age of 70 years, shall 
during the residue of his life receive three- 
fourtlis of the salary by law payable to him 
at the time of resignation.

Tp at the hall there was a general com- 
motion.

City Government. 

Tho Hoard of Aldermen held their flrnt. 
meeting after vacation at City Hall, Tues- 
day evening, having adjourned from Mon- 
day evening on account of Labor Day. 
All the members were prosont except Al- 
derman Harwood. Tho minutes of tho 
last meeting in June were rend and ap- 
proved, much of it being quito ancient his- 
tory. 

A petition was received for the loca- 
tion of a lamp on Highland avenue, 
near F. A. Dewson’s residence. 

Chief Pixby reported that tho Newton 
Electric Light ami Power Company were , 
not complying with the ordinances in put- 
ting the electric wires into the railroad 
stations and other buildings for tlioir in- 
candescent circuit. Tho ordinances wero 
ordered to ho enforced. 

An honorable discharge was granted to 
II. M. Miles and F. I). Graves, members of 
tho tiro department, and Clias. W. II. 
Poulton w*as promoted to bo foreman of 
Engine No. 1, Edwin \V. Lyons to be as- 
sistant foreman, Daniel J. Corcoran assist- 
ant foreman of Hose No. 0, W. A. Ayles 
hoscnian of same company. 

A. F. A. G. Libby and John W. Quilty 
wero appointed on tho permanent police 
forco, having served tho probationory term 
of Bix months. 

D. S. Far nil am asked for license t.o use 
the old Thornton ham for a livery stable, 
also for permission to build a shed for 
storage, the same to be locatod on a now 
street loading southwesterly from Win- 
chester street. George S. Bryant and 
other residents in the vicinity presented a 
strong remonstrance, and both were referred 
to the licensocomniittee. 

A petition was presented asking for final 
action on the street running from Boylston 
street east of Winchester street; referred to 
highway committee. 

The New England Telephone Company 
received permission to run a tclophono 
line fig>m the corner of Oak and Eliot 
streets, to the Nowton mills. 

Ida II. Blaisdell, through her attorney, 
asked lor $102 damages for the use of her 
land for drainage purposes by the city, 
which prevented its sale, and stating that 
an injunction would bo applied for. Aider- 
man Nickerson stated that ho thought tho 
damages was not as great as was claimed, 
and the drain had been put in years ago. 
The matter was referred, at his suggestion, 
to the claims committee. 

Nancy Bakeman presented a remonstrance 
against tho change of grade '.en ! Winter 
street, but Alderman Petteo said that 
a change in plans had been made and the 
grade was not changed. 

W. D. Pliilbrick asked to havo guide 
posts erected on the corner of Boylston and 
Parker streets, as six roads met at this 
place and he was continually troubled by 
persons who did not know which road to 
take. 

S. V. A. Hunter of Lake avenue, Ward 
0, asked for concrete sidewalks. 

A notice was received from the B. & A. 
Railway company, giving notice of the ap- 
pointment of railway police, and also from 
the N. Y. and N. E. company of similar ap- 
pointments. * 

T. II. Carter and other residents asked 
that Austin street be continued in a 
straight line from Ncwtonvillo to Green- 
wood avenue, West Newton, as public con- 
venience demanded it; referred to the 
highway committee. 

Notice was served upon the city to ap- 
pear in tho suit of John Brainard. 

Mrs. Dr. Bates and other residents of 
Beacon street asked for a street lamp on 
Beacon street, between Webster place and 
Lake avenue j referred. 

A communication was received from the 
School BoarjJ requesting the City Council 
to petition for a county truant school. 

A letter from Mr. E. B. Haskell was 
read, accepting the position of trustee of 
the public library. 

The committee on fuel reported that they 
had made a contract for coal with Alborc 
Brackett. 

The free use of tho City Hall was granted 
to the Newton Horticultural Society for 
their annual exhibition. 

Thomas C. Park and other heirs present- 
ed a communication, stating that from 
1870 to 1885 they had paid taxes on 38,207 
feet of land, corner of Bennington and 
Centre streets, while they only owned 22,- 
380 feet; the other 15,881 foot wore owned 
by W. J. Park, a 11011 -resident, and he had 
also paid taxes upon the amount owned by 
him, that part of tho property having been 
assessed twice. Tho mistake had only 
been discovered a few months since. 
They had paid, therefore, from 1870 to 
1885, $077.70 in taxes illegally assessed, 
and they asked to have the money refund-' 
ed, and also interest upon the same, 
amounting to $351.50, tho whole being 
$1020,27. The paper was signed by 
Thomas Weston, Jr., attorney; roferred to 
the committee on claims. 

The Secretary of the Coinnionw’caUli sont 
in a report of tho cost of ballot boxes 
ordered for the license vote under tho new 
law, $250. 

The Overseers of tho Poor roported for 
the quarter ending July 1, when they had 
$5,470.75 remaining of their appropriation. 

Chief Bixhy presented his report of fires 
in tho city for the quarter ending Juno 30, 
1887; there were fifteen fires and a loss of 
$5,205 on buildings and personal property. 

Alderman Grant presented a petition for 
the relaying af tho concrete in front of 
Mrs. M. G. Davidson’s on Prospect street, 
Ward 2. 

Rev. Fayette Nichols and other citizens 
petitioned for an electric light on the cor- 
ner of Centre and Mt. Ida streets, in front 
of the Methodist church. 

Alderman Nickerson read a petition for 
the laying out and acceptance of Lake- 
view avenue, from llonier to Walnut street, 
Prospect avenue from Lakoview to Beau- 
mont avenue, and Beaumont avenue from 
Lukeview to Hill street. These streets are 
in the new Grove Hill Park property. 

Alderman Johnson presented 10 notifica- 
tions of intentions to build dwelling houses, 
as follows: Mrs. Annie 0,Prieii, Station 
street, Ward (i, house 25 by 30; Win.

house, and to fit it up as a dwelling house. 

Alderman Ward presented nil order, en- 
dorsed by a letter from Rev. 1 1 email Lin- 
coln. appropriating $250 for tho benefit of 
the reading room at Nowton Centre, to he 
opened in Associates’ llall, providing ail 
equal amount is raised by the citizens, and 
charged to tho miscellaneous expenses. 
The money is to ho used in buying cases, 
books of rcfercnco, tables, etc. Another 
year a Rnmllor sum would he asked for, it 
was stated. After somo debate tho order 
was passed. 

John Dwyer and Daniel Callahan wero 
appointed weighers of coal for Ward 0. 

Alderman Nickerson presented reports 
of work done by highway coinmittoo on 
roads and sidewalks. 

Three gas lamps wero ordered to ho 
erected oil Prince street. 

Alderman Nickerson reported favorably 
in rogard to tho petitions for numbering 
houses on Washington street, Ncwtonvillo 
avenue, and other streets, and an ordor 
was passed that the numbers to bo aflixod 
should bo furnished by tho city engineer, 
and be not less than two inches in size, so 
as to be plainly seen, and the city engineer 
was requested to furnish plans of streots 
with the proner number, even numbers on 
tli'o right, odd ones on the left, and 25 feet 
to a number. 

Clias A. Cole was granted a licenso to 
alter a building on Washington street, 
Ward 3, and build an addition, to bo used 
as a harness shop; Fred W. Farley was 
granted a licenso to sell milk in Nowton. 

Petitions for sidewalks on Williams, 
Hancock, Lincoln and Eliot streets wero 
granted. 

$300 was appropriated for the trimming 
of shade trees. 

Alderman Petteo presented tho report of 
the committee on Parks, in rogard to the 
petition for a public park on Linwood 
avenue, Walnut and Crafts street, Ward 2, 
and an order was passed that the city 
should appropriate $1,000 if tho citizens 
would contribute within six months a sum 
sufficient for tho purpose. Alderman Pct- 
tcc said that Mr. Towne had saved tho laud 
for this purpose until now and ho wished 
to either havo it used for a park or make 
some other disposal of it. lie understood 
that the laud would be sold for 10 cents a 
foot and that it would cost some $4,300. 

An order was passed authorizing a con- 
tract to be made for an exerciso wagon for 
the Hook & Ladder Co., tho cost not to 
exceed $250. 

The report of the board as a committee 
of the whole, on the Newton Street Rail- 
way matter, was presented and discussed 
at some length. Alderman Petteo said 
that the only point of difference was in re- 
gard to tho weight of rail to be used, and 
he would move that the eompauy bo per- 
mitted to use the 35 pound rail, with S ties 
to the vail instead of 5; City Euginecr 
Noyes stated that the new Malden railway 
was Jconstructed with this rail, and it 
soemed to answer every purpose. Ho and 
members of the highway committee had 
inspected tho road, and they had approved 
of it all except tho rail used for the 
curves. 

Some discussion ensued as to whether 
the use of electric motors would require a 
heavier rail than if horses were used, and 
Alderman Johnson stated that tho West 
End road were laying a 00 pound rail. 
They will have, however, a regular train of 
cavs to run over them, and at considerable 
'speed. 

It was dually decided to advertise a pub- 
lic hearing on the application of tho com- 
pany for a charter on September 26th. 

After some miscellaneous bills had been 
approved, tho board at 10.15 adjourned.

TIIE SYMPHONY CONCERTS. 

The annual scries of concerts by the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra will begin 
Oct. 15, and the season ticket sales at auc- 
tion of the seats for the public rehearsals 
and concerts will be bold next week, the 
£12 rehearsal tickets being sold on Monday, 
the 19th, and tho £12 concert tickets on 
Thursday, tho 22d. Tho $7.50 seats for the 
rehearsals and concerts will be sold as 
usual at the box office on the days follow- 
ing the auction sales of the *12 seats. 
There will bo twenty-four concerts, on 
Saturday evenings, preceded each week by 
a public rehearsal on Friday afternoons, all 
at Music Hail. 


The order appropriating $1,000 on con- 
dition tiiat enough other money is con- 
tributed in Ward 2 within six mouths, to 
buy a certain piece of land on Linwood 
avenue.

The order payiug John Q. Ilenry and 
others $50 fur expenses incurred in looking 
up title to property on Eldridgo street was 
objected to by Councilman Kennedy, who 
thought there should bo some explanation. 
Tho order hail a voto of 2 to 1 in the 
claims committee, when there were only 
three present. $50 seemed a largo sum to 
>ay for what services were necessary. He 
lad seen Mr. Henry recently, and the latter 
had said that he had not paid anything, and 
didn’t know the amount. No one had ap- 
peared before tho committee to state what 
the expenses were, and ho thought some 
explanation should have been made. 

President Coffin said that the bill bad been 
referred to Councilman Burr, who bad 
looked the matter up and had reported 
favorably. He had no doubt Mr. Burr 
could explain the matter satisfactorily, and 
at his suggestion the order was laid over 
until tho next meeting. 

Councilman Moody presented the petition 
of Rufus Moulton and other residents of 
Grove street, Ward 4, for repairs of tho 
concrete sidewalks on that street. 

Councilman Kennedy presented a petition 
from the permanent drivers employed by 
the city, asking that their piiy be not de- 
ducted on holidays. They have to report 
early in the morning, at noon ami night, 
take care of their horses, just as on other

A Teacher A Century Old. 

The commemorative celebration of tho one 
hundredth birthday of tho venerable 
teachor, Seth Davis, which occurred at | 
West Newton, Mass., on Saturday after- 
noon, Sept, i), was a notable event. Upon 
the lawn in front of his residence, beneath 
the shade of rock maples, the seeds of 
which were planted by his own band ovor 
eighty years ago. was erected a temporary 
platform, ornamented by choice plants ami 
beautiful flowers, over which waved flic 
stars and stripes, and upon which -sat tho 
true and loyal centenarian, surrounded by 
a great assembly of friends, prominent 
citizens, and former pupils. Tho scene 
was a most picturesque and impressive 
one.

Editor of the Gkaphio: 

Wo had always spent our Hummers on 
tlio Maine or Massachusetts coasts, blit this 
year wo had tnado up our minds to start 
out in an entirely now direction. Our 
numerous friends suggested many places 
hy land and sea, and after changing our 
minds at least ten times wo decided on 
Narragansctt Pier, whero we have been for 
the past, four weoks. It is strange how 
littlo Eastern people know of this delight- 
ful watering place. However, there aro any 
number of Westerners and Southerners 
hero enjoying the soft, delicious air, and 
bathing in the refreshing surf. The pro- 
gram for the day is always the same, and 
yet varied enough for all to enjoy it. 

About eleven o'clock everyone begins to 
think of their bath, and to saunter down 
to the beach whero you sue one of the most 
fascinating sight I ever beheld. Sometimes 
there aro four or livo hundred bathing, 
while as many moro aro watching them 
from the gay colored awning tents, con- 
veniently pitched on tlio sands, while others 
who do not care for so much sun, aro more 
quiotly situated on the balconios of the 
numerous bath houses (each hotel having 
one of its own) and many who aro in a 
social mood, sit in front of tho houses, 
where you see everyone, have a pleasant 
chat with many, and a “good morning” 
from all passing friends. 1 cannot speak 
too highly of the bathing, it is simply de- 
licious, tho water so bright and refreshing 
that it seems as if Neptune himself had 
charged it for tho amusement and comfort 
of us poor mortals, whom he- pities so 
deeply for not having like himself the priv- 
ilege of a continuous bath. The tempera- 
ture, which is about seventy, enables ono 
to stay in a long time, some people taking 
two baths each morning, with a run on tho 
beach between. The surf is very high and 
sometimes a littlo dangerous. Still as the 
ummor is almost gono and only ono man 
has been drowned, I think the record com- 
pares very favorably with the average sea- 
shore resort. Some one in a wild moment 
anchored a raft out about a quarter of a 
mile from shore, just far enough for tho 
good swimmer to make his goal, and too 
far for a beginner, as it proved in tho case 
of the young man, who was seized with 
cramps and drowned before any ono could 
reach him. I was delighted "to seo that 
this experience was sufficient, and the next 
morning the raft was pulled up on the 
boach. where it was out of the way. The 
scene on tho beach between eleven undone 
o’clock is simply fascinating, very Euro- 
pean, more like Epelat than a quiet little 
town on tho Rhode Island coast. Every 
variety of costume for bath and prome- 
nade, merry-go-rounds, baud organs with 
tho accompanying Italian and monkey, 
Punch and Judys in profusion in the back- 
ground, wbilo tho sparkling surf, blue 
ocean, with its many white sails, make a 
beautiful and ever changing foreground. 
Having taken our morning dip, wo go to 
the Casino, whero wo lind every one enjoy- 
ing themselves as he or she wills it. The 
music is extremely goad, being a choice 
few from Lander’s famous orchestra. The 
programmes aro very well chosen, and 
varied enough to please all— however, tho 
“Gitana Valso” by Uucalossi is the success 
of the season, always gaining an encore. 
Tho Casino is a perfect success in every 
way, and surely must be financially a pay- 
ing investment. 

I cannot imagino anything more pictur- 
esque than the scene which meets your 
eyes as you stroll through the veranda and 
halls after the bath. Various groups of 
charming women in the most becoming of 
delicate summer attire, accompanied by 
their escorts, seated around littlo tables 
partaking of every beverage which can be 
taken through a straw, as well as some 
more substantial ones, which you sip trom 
a cup or glass. Various are the excuses 
for this mild form of dissipation. One dig- 
nified matron assuring us that it was abso- 
lutely necessary for her to take something 
to removo tho taste of that horrid salt 
water from her mouth. The only objec- 
tion to the Casino is that every one spends 
all their time there, and tho social life at 
tho hotels is entirely done away with. Tho 
first thing you do after you have got nicely 
settled in your rooms is to go to the Cas- 
ino and subscribe for the season. They 
liavo an excellent loading and billiard room, 
bowling alley, theatre and restaurant as 
well as ball room, while outside ono can 
play tennis, and walk around the beauti- 
fully kept grounds. Sherry of Now York 
has charge of the restaurant, and the cui- 
cino and service is perfect. I have dined 
tlioro several times, and never even at Del- 
monico’s found more delicious viands or 
better served than hy tho attentive French 
waiters bore. Eut if you would be charmed 
out of yourself you should go to the Casino 
at night on either Wednesday or .Saturday 
evenings, dance to tho inspiring music, 
which is much improved by tho addition 
of a piano, have a shcroert or “Lalla 
liooko” on the cool veranda, and finally if 
it is a moon-light night and you are of a 
romantic turn of mind, stroll* out to tho 
tower, which overlooks tho ocean, and 
spend an hour or two in the charming so- 
ciety of some congenial spirit. You can 
oasily imagine yourself at tho castle of 
Cliilon, in fact from several points of view, 
tho turrets of this picturesque building aro 
said to closely resemble tho castle. In the 
afternoon there aro many things to amuse 
one — it charming stroll of tlireo or four 
miles along the rocks hy lovely cottages, 
well-kept houses, with an occasional scat 
at their feet, where you can stop and 
watch the snow-capped breakers, dashing 
among tho line old rooks, with wild and 
fearless grandeur. Tho drives are charm- 
ing, hut the one to please mo the most is 
that to Point Judith, which is about 
six miles from hero and well worth seeing. 
You drive by many beautiful residences, 
along a winding well kept road, losing and 
finding the ocean at every turn until 
finally after you have bowled along about 
two miles you come ton most perfect sand 
beach, whore if it bo low tide, you can 
drive close to the waves for a good half 
mile, coming out at a line old farm house 
which looks as if it had been there since 
tho Hood. On for a short distance hy salt 
marshes, with an occasional hay-cock in 
their midst, through picturesque mead- 
ows, full of the willowly cat tail, gorgeous 
cardinal flowers and purple milk weed, 


with nn occasional spotted tiger lily in 
their midst, to Point Judith, where we 
leave our carriage and ascend the light 
house, which is as like other light houses 
as two peas in a pod. However the fog- 
horn is well worth your attention, ns it is 
run hy steam, and blows every fifty seconds 
for the space of six seconds. On our way 
out we stopped at the life-saving station 
for a few moments, and the man very kindly 
explained the life-saving apparatus to us, 
while wo examined all the implements. It 
seems that when tlio waves are too high 
to admit of a boat going out they make use 
of tlio apparatus which is workod in tho 
following manner: A gun shoots a ball 
with a rope attached out to the vessel in 
distress, which is caught by some one on 
board, the other end being firmly anchored 
in tho sand, a tall tripod shaped brace 
bolding this ropo high up out of the surf. 
On this rope is bung a breeches buoy, 
which is run to and fro by moans of a 
pulley, bringing a man safely to shore each 
and every time. Coining home my eye was 
attracted by a tall grey tower, standing 
boldly against the ruddy western sky, 
which in the sunlight looked very much 
liko the main tower of an English cathedral. 
On inquiring I learned that this was what 
they call “Hazard s Folly.” It seems that 
years ago a man named Hazard began this 
lovely country bouse for himself and future 
bride, who was then traveling in Europe. 
After bo bad finished one ell. lie heard 
that his bride bad proved untrue to him 
and had married some ono else. He shut 
himself up, became very morose, and on 
his death bed left the tower to bis nearest 
relative, with these commands: That be 
should finish tho bouse and tower, which 
stands many, many feet above the rest of 
the house, and is all that you can see from 
tho road. Tho place was never to be in- 
habited, and no one was to destroy a single 
shrub or free, or molest it in any way. 
Here it stands, a newly finished house, but 
never to be a home, the monument of a 
man’s eccentric sollishness. 

1 liavo bad some most delightful rides 
over the Neck road, by Judge Sprague’s 
superb mansion, on through quaint, curious 
Wakefield. Tho riding master, Vongell- 
horn, is here, and the horses which lie lias 
with him aro very good, far better than 
most livery horses. There are a number 
of delightful excursions to be taken from 
hero, which add so much to the attractive- 
ness of the place, for I always lcel very 
much liko liob nson Crusoe when the folks 
put mo in a place which has nothing out- 
side of its town limits to attract you. Wo 
spent a most perfect day at Newport last 
week, taking the cloven o’clock boat from 
here; arriving at the Casino in tiino for the 
morning concert. After spc’nding an hour 
or so in walking over the Casino, lunching, 
etc., etc., wo took a carriage and drove 
everywhere, returning to the wharf in time 
for tlio livo o’clock boat, feeling much 
pleased with our clay’s trip. By going to 
Newport you can take a boat to Block Is- 
land, while Watch Hill is a very delightful 
trip by sail. Georgo Biddle and Frank 
Lincoln have both given entertainments, 
wc have had concerts without number, 
while next week there aro to be some very 
fine theatricals, and last week was devoted 
to a very successful tennis tournament. 
Last night in the storm a good-sized cat- 
rigged boat eame ashore, and after many 
investigations it was ascertained that two 
young fellows, feeling the desire for a mild 
lark, had ran away from the training ship 
at Newport, taken tho sail boat and sailed 
away to Narragansctt Pier, hoping to ar- 
rive hero in time for the hop at the Casino. 
However, they did not make enough al- 
lowance for wind and tide, and instead of 
taking part in the mazy dance, they were 
ignomiuiously seated on the rocks in front 
of our hotel, and when they had pulled 
themselves together and appeared on the 
shore, it was only to lind that they had 
been traced, discovered, arrested and 
finally sent back, not as they came, to New- 
port. Although it is the fourth weokiu 
August, the place is still packed, and you 
would never have believed it was the end 
of the season had you been at the Casino 
this morning. However there is a mild 
suggestion of September in the evening 
air, and soon wo will all be in the city 
again. Chico.

The only thing on which thero promises 
to be much of a contest in this city this 
fall is over tlio nomination of Representa- 
tive Wood’s successor. There are no state 
or county offices |for which Newton men 
arc candidates and the city election docs 
not as yet occasion any excitement. 

Mr. Walworth will be re-elected without 
any doubt. Ho mado an excellent record 
in his first term, and we could not ask for 
a bettor representative of the business in- 
terests. For this reason it would seem 
desirable to have the second representative 
n member of the legal profession, as New- 
ton will have probably many important 
questions before the legislature next year, 
In some form or other, and ho should also 
bo a man who is thoroughly acquainted 
with the interests of Newton, so that he 
can act and vote in the wisest manner. 

Ex-Alderman Powers has been frequent- 
ly mentioned as the man who fullllls all 
these requirements, having served in both 
branches of the City Council, and also 
being regarded as one of tho leading 
younger lawyers of tho Boston bar. lie is 
an eloquent and persuasive speaker, and is 
noted for the thoroughness with which he 
posts himself on tho questions of the day. 

Many peoplo who think very highly of 
Mr. Powers were unable to vote for him 
wheu ho ran for mayor against Mr. Kim- 
ball, and would like an opportunity to 
show him that it was not from any lack of 
coulidence in him that they supported his 
rival. Asjtlie Graphic has been credited 
with being one of the causes that led to 
his defeat, we should like tho opportunity 
to support him for representative, and 
that seems to be a very general feeling. 
The manly way in which Mr. Powers took 
his defeat made him many friends, and he 
would be one of the strongest candidates 
that could be nominated. 

Whether he would accept tho position 
•we do not know, as he has said to several 
•gentlemen who have approached him on 
the subject that he is out of politics and is 
not a candidate for any office. Neverthe- 
less, there is a general feeling that he 
should be given the honor of a nomination 
as a matter of courtesy, and those who 
worked the hardest ngainst him last £ear, 
will be found among his warmest support- 
ers. 


should ho open to navigation. Second 
that the interest, of the government having 
an important post with property and 
stores of immense vnluo should hnvo free 
ingress and egress. His death put an end 
to the project 

Then tin? River and Harbor Service took 
np tho scheme, and after the work was 
done as far as Western avenue bridge, 
was dropped, hccauso of tho op- 
position of the officer in charge 
— Captain Gillospie. Now that tho 
scheme has boon revived, and with ample 
funds in the possession of the national 
government, thero is no reason why 
should not be energetically pushed. 

It is calculated that the saving on coal 
alone to Watertown and Newton consumer 
would be $1.60 a ton. which would ninoiu 
to a considerable sum in a year to every 
large consumer, while there would also be 
a great saving on lumber and other water- 
borno freight. Watertown citizens seem to 
be in earnest in tho mattor, and wu hope 
tho citizens of Newton will nid them 
every way possible, ns it would be of as 
much benefit to this city as to Watertown 
Of course the Boston & Albany and tho 
Fitchburg railroad corporations can bo do- 
pended on to oppose the projoct, but that 
should only stir up tho peoplo to greater 
effort. It is said that the two members of 
Congress from tho districts most interested 
have promised to advocate it at the next 
session of Congress, and an effort should 
be made to get the other members of the 
Massachusetts delegation and tho two Sen- 
ators pledged to favor the scheme. 


THE CAVCl'SES. 

The caucuses of both the Republican and 
Democratic parties will be held Saturday 
evening, to choose delegates to their respec- 
tive state, councillor, senatorial aud county 
conventions. The Republicans hold 
caucuses in the different wards, at the 
places specified in the call printed in an- 
other column, and the Democrats hold a 
‘‘Mass Caucus” at the Police Court room, 
City Hall. If all the Democrats in the 
city attend, the room will not be uncom- 
fortably crowded. 

The Republican caucuses ought to be 
nvell attended, and good delegates chosen, 
who will give tho city influence and prestige 
at the conventions, although it is not 
probable that the result of the conventions 
will be in any wise affected by the delegates 
to be chosen. 

At the State Convention, the present statu 
officers will be renominated, with tho ex- 
ception of Attorney General Sherman, who 
has been appointed a judge of the Superior 
court. His place will be tilled by ex- 
Senator A. E. Pillsbury, who is a man of 
ability and courage, and well qualified for 
the position. The platform to be adopted, 
and the stand the party will take on the 
issues of the day are of great importance, 
aud here is where the convention will need 
-both wisdom ami discretion. 

In the Senatorial Convention Mr. Fletch- 
er will probably be renominated for a 
second term, as there has been no dissatis- 
faction expressed with his services, and 
there does not promise to bo much of a con- 
test at either the councillor or the county 
conventions. 

As the Democrats are in a rather hope- 
less minority, their proceedings promise 
to be of a more or less formal character. 
Young Sherman Hoar may be induced to 
run again for Senator, and give to the cou- 
test for that office some interest by his 
rattling wide awake speeches, but ho will 
probably come as far short of an election 
as he did last year. 

VltEDCiINU THE CIIAHI.K*. 

The dredging of Charles River, in order 
to make it navigable us fur as Watertown, 
is. receiving great favor, as the many ad- 
vantages to follow from such a work are 
considered. The project is an old one, as 
it was advocated during the war of 1812, 
for the sake of benetitting the Arsenal, 
more than for any benefit to Watertown 
aud Newton. 

Afterwards, Nathaniel Whiting, a resi- 
dent of Watertown and a prominent Boston 
merchant, took hold of the matter, and 
fading to receive any encouragement from 
the government, proposed to do it til his j 
own expense, inlying upon the benefit to 
more than compensate for the outlay.

Ax illustration of the absurdities of the 
present system of taking care of our 
school property was orosented in the coil 
dition of one of tho large school houses 
where the teachers and scholars assembled 
on Monday morniug.Somo alterations which 
had been agreed upon nearly two years ago, 
and which hail been ordered as soon as the 
school closed in June, were not finished lie- 
cause much of the summer vacation had 
passed before they were begun. Some 
broken window panes were unrepaired, and 
finally the heating apparatus was so far 
out of order that the building could not be 
warmed. A cold, cheerless school house 
dusty and noisy, carpenters, plumbers and 
painters clattering at their work, and 
everything disagreeable— that was tho con- 
dition on Monday morning. And yet no 
one was to blame. It is tho fault of tho 
double headed system by which one de- 
partment has to wait for another, and 
large quantities of red tape have to bo un- 
rolled before anything can be done. 

Thk Boston Traveller, in speaking of 
the coming city clcctipn in Boston, takes 
the same position that the majority of 
Newton Republicans have adopted for 
several years. It says that ‘‘in municipal 
affairs partizauship has no such important 
place. There tho interest of the citizen 
is the paramount concern, and should 
govern the action of the voter.” This is 
excellent doctrine, and the Republicans of 
Boston can not do better, than to follow it, 
and in this way free the city gavernment 
of the scandals that have of late disgraced 
that city.

The Electric Light Company Wins. 

At the supremo court, Judge Holmes, 
tin Wednesday, the ease of Matthew Burns 
vs tho Newton Electric Light and Power 
company came up. It. is a bill in equit y 
praying for an injunction to restrain the 
defendant from running the machinery at. 
the defendants works on < ’rafts streot, 
Newtonvillo, during the night. He asks 
that tho defendant lie ordered to remove 
tlie steam whistle ami be enjoined from 
nutting in further machinery and operat- 
ing it during the night. Tho ease was sot 
down for a hearing upon the merits on 
September 27. A temporary injunction 
was refused. S. II. Dudley appeared for 
the complainant and John < Lane for the 
defendant. 

In regard to the order passed by the 
hoard of aldermen, that the Electric Light 
company were violating the city ordinances 
by their manner of running their wires into 
tho railroad stations for their incandescent 
circuit; tho matter has been investigated by 
State Inspector Brophy of the Insurance 
Exchange, and be reports that the wires 
aro put up in accordance with the rules of 
the exchange. The Newton ordinances, 
although they were copied from the Wor- 
cester statutes, drawn by Air. Brophy, are 
old-fashioned, and do not apply to-day. In 
an interview with Chief Bixby, Air. Hropliy 
said that it pas almost impossible to 
change statutes fast enough to accord with 
the improved machines and methods con- 
stantly being adopted by Electric Light 
companies. The companies, for their own 
sake, aro putting in improvemeents as fast 
as they are developed, in order to have 
everything as safe as possible.

NEW ENGLAND. 
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School SuffrnifP For Women. 

Tho meeting of poisons interoBted in 
Hcliool Kulfnigo for women wns not ns 
largely utt.undoil us was expected, owing to 
diBugrucui’li! weather, hut there wore Romo 
thirty poisons, mostly ladies, present. In 
tho nhsoiiHC of Mrs. E. 1). Cheney, who 
was unable to ho present, Mrs. E. N. L. 
Will ton was the chairman of the meeting. 
A letter was rend from .Indue It. <'. Pitman, 
regret ting his inability to be present, owing 
to engagements at court. Mrs. Stevenson, 
who was expected to bo present, was un- 
able to attend. Tho chairman then intro- 
duced Mrs. Clullin of Quincy, who mado a 
very interesting address. She has boon a 
member of tho school board of Quincy, and 
lias consequently had considerable person- 
al experience on the question of school 
suffrage. Sho stated that women may bo 
divided into three classes by their opinions 
on the question of school suffrage: llrst, 
those totally opposed to suitrage of any 
kind, which class is gradually growing 
smaller; second, those not entirely opposed 
to suffrage hut who see no present gain in 
using tho l ight, and who do not believe in 
tho usefulness of school sn IT rage; third, 
those iully in favor of suffrage of all kinds. 
Many of this last class considering that 
they are citizens of the United Status, hav- 
ing every right except tho right of suf- 
frage, think it no small insult to dole out 
to them this small measure of their rights, 
and are therefore not inclined to use it. 
Women rear children and give them all 
their early education, and then hand them 
over to a system ruled by a superintendent 
and school committee, whose power is ab- 
solute ami only suujoet to public opinion. 
Women take much more interest in schools 
than men. Mothers, poor and rich alike, 
are found to have a much hotter knowledge 
of tho moral and physical part of the 
school system than fathers. Now, when 
a mother goes to teachers with complaints 
concerning tho government of lior chil- 
dren, the teachers arc apt to put more 
value on i,ier appearance and her knowl- 
edge of tiie English language than should 
bo the case. Suffrage would increase the 
power of these mothers and gain them 
more respect. Before women were given 
tho right ot suffrage, they were given a 
place on school boards. In Boston two 
women were chosen on the school board, 
but met with opposition when they took 
tlieir seats. Tho city solicitor decided that 
they had no right to their place, but tho 
legislature being appealed to, decided that 
they had tho right. Therefore, if women 
have tho right to a scat on tho school 
board, why should they not have the right 
of school suffrage? More men than wo- 
men think that the school board is not a 
fit place for women, yet many women who 
think it is will uot vote. This is not fair 
to tho women nominated. it' it is desira- 
ble to have a woman candidate, women 
must be chosen. Why do you 
want a woman? In case of some, on ac- 
count of tlieir superior education and at- 
tainments. Another reason is that being 
mothers, they are better qualified to judge 
of the physical qualifications of their child- 
ren. They are no busier than men. The 
moral question is one where a mother’s 
heart is much needed. Then too there is 
a tendency in school boards to appoint a 
prepossessing woman as teacher rather 
than one not so prepossessing hut better 
qualified for the position. The speaker 
had seen pretty girls appointed in Boston 
solely <m account of tlieir looks as they 
were not at all qualified, for the place. 
However, a woman on a school board 
should have a female constituency to judge 
her actions. School committees are elected 
politically according to their politics. 
This is not light, but women would bo a 
non-partisan element. Many women think 
that there is no reason why they should 
vote as women are given every chance in 
school affairs. This is uot so. Women 
teachers have only about ono-lialf the 
wages of men, but have tho lowest places 
and the smallest chance of promotion. 
There is a prejudice in the mind of the 
average committeman against advancing 
women. Woman suffrage would rectify 
this. In closing the speaker urged all wo- 
men to vote, and not to bo discouraged at 
what was said of their doing so. It was 
not a masculine or bold ac‘ ! on. 

The chairman called upon Mr. N. T. 
Allen as the next speaker, and ho referred 
to Miss Mary C. Shannon, and hoped that 
some action concerning her death would 
be taken at tho meeting. Tho speaker 
said that a rough, coarse, or indelicate 
woman was larely found in tho ranks of 
the woman suffragists, always the opposite, 
lie referred to the recent trouble in tho 
Newton schools, and hoped that it would 
induce more women to vote. lie also 
hoped that women would attend tho 
caucusses, as he thought they would ac- 
complish much good by so doing. Tlioro 
is where the elections arc made and there 
women have a right to vote. 

Mrs. II. W. Wellington said thatshc real- 
ized tho moral responsibility of women 
many years ago, when sho was a teacher, 
filio felt thatthcro was no coldness of inter- 
est between the parents and ihe teachers 
oif the subject of the education of tlieir 
children, l’ooplo seemed to think that 
as the machine had always worked well it 
always would. Home influence is lacking 
in Newton schools as in all others, and it is 
the fault of the mothers. Speaking of 
voting she said she never had found any 
trouble, and thought that people respected 
a woman who votes. 

Mr. Walton, Mrs. Roberts ami Mrs. J. 
Herbert Sawyer also said a few words in 
favor of tho question. 

The following resolutions were adopted: 

Wo, the members of tho Newton Woman 
Suffrage League and others present, wish 
to express our love and veneration for tho 
noble Christian Philanthropist, Mary C. 
Shannon. 

To know her was an inspiration and an 
incentive to tho courageous performance 
of overy duty for tho good of society. in 
our work hero may we remember her love 
for tin; little ones.

THE WALTHAM CARNIVAL. 


A GRAND DISPLAY OF LANTERNS ANI) 
BOATS. 

Tho Waltham River Carnival came oil 
Thursday evening, and an enormous crowd 
was preseut. People came front all direc- 
tions and the West Newton railroad is said 
to have carried nearly 1500 passengers, 
special cars being run every few minutes, 
Tho affair this year was entirely a Waltham 
one, and was a very creditable one, the 
banks of tho river being brightly illumi- 
nated, and tne 200 boats in the procession 
making a brilliant spectacle. 

No fireworks were contracted for by the 
general comniitttee, but private residents 
along the river bank provided more than 
enough in that line. On the south shore 
from Moody street bridge to Cram’s Island, 
about a mile, was a perfect blaze of lito 
aud lights. Chinese, Japanese and st;ir 
lanterns, colored lires aud owl torches, 
arranged in every conceivable manner, hung 
from trees, bushes, trellises and frames 
built for the purpose on the lawns and 
walks running down to tho river, while in 
the coves, on the islands, and at such 
portions of the river banks as wore without 
other means of illumination, huge bon- 
lires were lighted and shed a brilliant glare 
during the entire evening. Tho Moody 
street bridge and loot bridge were festooned 
with over P2U0 bucket, star and Japanese 
lanterns. Tho displays by private citizens 
in many cases were of the most elaborate 
character, and many lawn parties were 
given as an adjunt to the carnival. 

At 8 o’clock the starting signal— three 
whistles from the steamer White Swan 
was given, and the line moved down the 
river from the foot bridge to a buoy near 
the Moody street bridge, thence to the bend, 
opposite the waterworks pumping station, around 
a buoy, and thence back to the buov at Moody 
street bridge, where there was a concert by the 
American Watch Company Baud, and a grand 
uiussiug of boats, the sight of a lifetime, took 
place. The number of small crafts was perhaps 
uot us large us lust year, hut the distinct leuturcs 
were more numerous, several being most elaborate. 
Among these may he mentioned the Young Men’ 
Association, who had a large barge artistically 
gotten up und designed by Mr. E. N. Quinn. 
This represented Columbus on the Santa Aluriu t 
Mr. Quinn personating Columbus, and liis crew 
the Spanish sailors. It may he doubted whether 
Columbus really hud electric lights, or hud his 
boat towed by a* steam tug. Next came the dc- 
sign by the Upper Charles Yacht Club, being u 
Spanish man-of-war— Citr of Madrid — of 1620, 
with men in costume. Roman candles were firci* 
Iro n the port holes, “The Old Oaken Bucket, 1 
George 1 ley worth ; lurge I a loon, II. A. Wood' 
man, Somerville ; salmon, W. II. Holland; l'uucy 
design, R. W. Maeurdy, und other designs too 
numerous to meutiou. 

Tiie shore was very brightfully illuminated, all 
the residents making a brilliant display, and the 
railroad stations, boat houses, aud other buildings 
were u blaze of light. The Fitchburg officials had 
the Waltham City Bund und enjoyed the brilliant 
spectacle from a long observation train which was 
side tracked on the river bauk, us did ulso the 
general committee und ladies und invited guests 
ten members of (lie Lawrence euruivul committee. 
At 9.30 the guests were driven to a place prepared 
by the committee aud given a substantial spread. 
The grounds in the rear of the American Wulthuui 
Watch Company were kindly given up for the ex 
elusive use of the lady operatives. The press was 
under the charge of Major E. 1). Donnell, who 
uoiutcd out many interesting points to the visitors. 
The steumhout Kiltie wus used for this purpose. 
The Wulthum Canoe Club entertained a lurge 
number of cyclists ut their club house, us did ulso 
the Wulthuui Cycle Club, the houses of both being 
splendidly decorated. 

All the prizes but one went to Wulthum parties^ 
making the almost exclusively Wulthum nature of 
theutfuir, and they ranged from $10 to $1.

THE PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 

The repast ended, Mr. J. R- Locsou, the 
President of the society made a very inter- 
esting and appropriate address, from which 
we makefile following extracts: 

Our Society welcomes you heartily to its Annual 
Fea^t ueneroubly provided by our good friends in 
every part of the city. Through these numerous 
benefactions, we are able in die words of the jioet. 
“To boast one splendid banquet once a year. 

Should our exhibition, ami the interehange of

than Swift: “that whoever could make two ears ot 
corn, or two blades of grass, to grow upon a spot ot 
ground where only one grew lieiore would deserve 
better of mankind, and do more essential service to 
his country, than the whole race of politicians put 
tolethe?.’’ Sot that there L any necessary > antag- 
onism in the cultivation of plants « n r d PO" ti ®“} v a e L 7 
tlvitv; the eminence of some of our most valved 
members in each field would refute such an opinion. 
We tlmik, on the contrary, that an active interest 
in gardening is the most fitting and effectual aid to 
the performance of any of tlio duties of life. It 
woutd not indeed ho Surprising were Mine scute 
historian of the future to demonstrate that the de- 
cadence of ancient Rome dates from the period 
when slave labor was substituted for that of states* 
men warriors 'a ii, l poets in the tillage of the soil. 
However that may be, it might be stated that the 
Roman Republic attained its greatest prosperity , 
health and happiness, while its chief citizens culti- 
vated eaeli ids own six-acre plot, lhat this should 
be tlie ease seems most reasonable when we consid- 
er tlie soothing and refining effect of that close eon- 
tact with Nature which tlie gardener perforce must

alarm, ho said, that Henry George wan 
gathering sixty or seventy thousand follow- 
ers, who hold that ownership of land ia 
wrong. It is doubtful if Mr. George 
would And many adherents in Newton, 
especially among the gardeners. He was 
not sure but that the claim to ownership 
is use of land. The Lord intended land to 
be used and when, as in the case of the 
Parker House, labor and wealth has hecia 
put on to land the ownership was right 
and proper. There is no reason why New- 
ton should not be beautiful — it has a 
charming country and good society. Kvery 
thing is propitious. Much has been done, 
it is doubtful if ntiy one has such roses as 
President Lceson, and the two acres re- 
ferred to in the President’s address were 
owned by the President, who was too 
modest to say so. But much remains to 
be done. We lead the world in mechanical 
inventions, why can’t we do the same in 
horticulture? It is necessary to put into 
horticulture the same amount of brains that 
are put into business and invention. Thia 
society, which gathers so many enthusiasts, 
should be the lirst society in the state and 
Newton the first city. 

MR. J. F. C. IlYIiE, 

one of the oldest gardeners in Newton, was 
the next speaker. He addressed himself 
not to the farmers who had heard him 
patiently for thirty-three years, but to the 
young people and the business men. He 
wanted to take a text, and his text was 
“Let those see who have eyes to see.” If 
money was the only thing worth seekiag in 
life then time devoted to horticulture was 
wasted, hut if we wanted to enjoy life how 
could it be better accomplished than by 
noticing and cultivating the beautiful? We 
should keep our eyes open and seo the 
beauties around us. Mr. Hyde here spoke 
of several noticable examples of attention 
to nature. Recreation is obtained by 
change of work, he continued, and there is 
no better recreation for a business man 
when ho returns after his day in Boston 
than gardening. Working with nature also 
had elevating effect on young men and 
women, tending to remove them from evil 
influences and idle habits. This would be 
his word to the young of both sexes, btudy 
nature and enjoy the pure delights of ac- 
quaintance with the beautiful.

REV. MR. PATRICK, 
tho next speaker, said he did not know 
much about horticulture, hut came as a 
citizen to enjoy the display of fruit and 
flowers, and the remarks ot those who did 
know about the subject. He had been 
struck by the beauty of England and saw 
that beautiful as Boston and vicinity now 
was much remained to be done. But 
England had the start of us some thousand 
years, and he was sure long ere that time 
elapsed that we should be her equal if not 
superior. Already the improvement was 
noticable and he was glad to see the Boston 
& Albany Railroad beautifying its road and 
stations. Here in Newton we are separated 
into villages, into sects and political parties. 

But in the Horticultural Society we meet 
ou common ground with a common object 
of beautifying the city. Let us in large 
numbers gather here to enjoy the displays 
and encourage each other in beautifying 
our Garden City. 

The President called on 

MR. W. C. STRONG, 

“The Veteran,” to favor the society, which 
he did briefly. Mr. Strong said that we 
deserved the title of Garden City, and that 
separated as the city is into villages with 
acres of unoccupied land between them wo 
have a splendid opportunity to advance in 
horticulture. All over Englaud local 
societies and great interest exist. The 
same should be the case in America. The 
citizens of Newton should attend the meet- 
ings of the society and consult on local 
matters, for this society is the ouly one 
common to all the villages. 

President Leeson said the arrangement 
of the hall was due to Representative 
Wood and wife, and called upon him to 
make the concluding address. He was re- 
ceived with applause and said that he 
could not he ns pleasant in liis remarks as 
the preceding speakers. He had been 
disappointed that after the efforts that had 
been made, and the good exhibit provided, 
to see only from half to two dozen people 
present in the aftern- ons. More interest 
should be taken. Every one cun learn 
how to produce the line fruit and flowers 
shown on the tables if he will only come 
and use his eyes. The city is specially 
favored in climate and soil lor the produc- 
tion of fruits, and it seems as if there 
should l»e pride enough in tho city to bring 
together more people. There was a great 
market for fruit produets, as all (’an ad a 
and tho northern states were depending on 
the Boston market and the days of glutted 
markets were past. There are hundreds 
of acres of flue apple-laud that can bo 
i bought for $25 an acre. H«re was a great 
field for young men, for tlie export trade 
alone will take millions of dollars worth of 
apples yearly, and the speaker hoped to 
sco the Held occupied.

The minutes of the Inst meeting were 
read and approved. 

Business from the hoard of aldermen 
was disposed of in concurrence. 

A PETITION. 

A petition for a license for a drum corps 
was received from Newton Highlands, 
signed by J. W. White, secretary, Louis 
Wiggan, president, and Fred Hopkins, 
treasurer. 

A street lamp on Hillside avenuo was 
asked for by Stiles Frost. 

Miner Robinson asked permission to ex- 
tend a wire through Otis street, Ilillsido 
avenue and Alpine street; referred to the 
firo department committee. 

D. S. Farnham asked for a street lamp on 
Centre street, between Walnut and Boyls- 
ton streets. 

Chas. F. Rogers asked that he be relieved 
of the surface water which flows down 
Sargent street every spring and across his 
driveway and land, to his great annoyance 
and injury. Such relief is now possible, 
since the construction of the main drain on 
Hydo avenue, as that drain could be made 
to carry off the surface water,and the open- 
ing on Sargent street closed. Referred to 
Highway committee. 

Richard J. Morrissey, for six year’s hose- 
man of Steamer 1, asked for an investiga- 
tion, and charged that Chief Bixby had 
charged him on September 10th with buing 
a shirk and unfaithful to duty, in the pres- 
ence of several witnesses. Ho claimed 
that the charge was false and had no foun- 
dation, and that such language was unbe- 
coming in an officer. He asked the board 
to investigate and find out the truth of 
the matter, and make such a report as the 
circumstances would warrant. The peti- 
tion was referred to the firo department 
committee. 

A VALUABLE GIFT. 

A letter was received from Hon. John C. 
Park, conveying to the city certain engrav- 
ings, law books and furnishings now in the 
judge’s room at the City Hall, belonging 
to him, to he retained as the property of 
the city in the Judge's office. The letter 
was referred to the public property com- 
mittee with instructions to prepare a suit- 
able recognition of the gift, and submitit 
for the approval of the board. 

o’leaby’s BARN. 

Timothy O’Leary’s barn, which has been 
before the board for some months, again 
came up. by the presentation of a petition 
from Mr. O’Leary, rehearsing the circum- 
stances of the case and asking for the pay- 
ment of $150 damages, fur the loss occa- 
sioned by the Board of Health refusing to 
allow him to use it. On the motion of Al- 
derman Johnson the petition was referred 
to the Board of Health. 

NEW HOUSES. 

Alderman Johnson presented six notifi- 
cations of intentions to build dwelling 
houses: Higgins and Nickerson, house 34 
by 70, corner of Lowell and Washington 
streets; V. Hatfermehl, house 30 by 32, Sta- 
tion street, Ward U: F. L. Thayer, 45 by 08. 
Waltham, corner of River street, Ward 3; 
H. B. Kdmunds, 55 by 40, on Lincoln street. 
Ward 5: J. A. Flanagan, 51 by 42, corner of 
Watertown street and Broadway, Ward 2: 
Geo. Mills, 33 by 34, Be’hcon street, Ward 
0. 

Applications for licenses to build stables 
were received from E. F. Stevens, Marshall 
street, Ward 0; II. B. EJmands, Lincoln 
street. 

The petitions of Leonard Hurd, F. A. 
Sylvester, Geo. Fife and C. H. Newhall, for 
licenses to build stables, were granted. 

D. S. Fain bam was granted a license to 
use the old Thornton barn, on Winchester 
stieet, Newton Highlands, for a livery 
stable. 

KLECTItIC LIGHT ORDINANCES. 

Mayor Kimball brought up the alleged 
violation of the ordinances, by the Electric 
Light ( 'ompany, in putting up their wires, 
and said that Mate Inspector Biophy ot 
the Insurance exchange had reported that 
the wires were all right according to the 
rules of the exchange, as was stated in last 
week’s Graphic. It was recommended 
that the ordinances be changed to accord 
with tiie recent dovolopemcnts in electric 
machinery. 

Alderman Grant said that the ordinances 
wen* all right at the time they were drawn, 
as they were founded on rules drawn by 
Mr. Bropliy himself. There were a num- 
ber of other ordinances that could not he 
enforced, and the committee had been at 
work on a building ordinance, which they 
were nearly ready to report 
WATER PIPES. 

A Idem a i I’ettoe reported an order, au- 
thorizing the Water Board to contract for 
main water pipes, at a cost not to exceed 
*20,000, and to be delivered in 1888, and 
the amount to be charged to the water cot - 
struction account. Tlio order was passed. 
WATER BONOS. 

Aldermen Grant presented an order, au- 
thorizing the city treasurer to sell 4 per 
cent bonds to the amount ol *10,000, the 
proceeds to be applied to the water con- 
struction account. Mr. Grant said that the 
water department had overdrawn its ap- 
probation some *50,000 or *00,000, and it 
would be better to dispose of these *10,000 
in water bonds, which the city held, than 
to borrow money at the present high rate 
of interest and stringent condition of the 
money market. The bonds were not want- 
ed for the sinking fund, and could be dis- 
posed of at a slight premium. The order 
was passed. 

POLLING PLACES. 

Alderman Pettee reported an order 
which was passed, authorizing the fitting 
up of the polling places for the state and 
city elections, which had been already dcs- 
egnated. 

MORSE FIELD DRAINAGE. 

Alderman Nickerson moved that the or- 
der, appropriating *1 1,30b for the drainage 
of Morse field, provided that Watertown 
appropriated *8,475 for the work before Oc- 
tober first, be rescinded, as no action hail 
been taken by Watertown, and the order 
failed to reach them until August. 

This caused considerable discussion;

Alderman Nickerson staled that at a con- 
ference between the officers representing 
the two cities, the engineers were ordered 
to see if the cost could not he cut down, 
and they had agreed finally noon a slightly 
different apportionment, by cutting off the 
ends of the drains and leaving the man-holes 
out. The Highway committee had thought 
Newton should keep the same amount, and 
tho apportionment was six tenths lor New- 
ton and four tenths for Watertown. 

The order was rescinded, and Alderman 
Nickerson presented an order authorizing 
the Highway committee to co-operate with 
the authorities of Watertown in construct- 
ing a system of drainage, provided Water- 
town should hear four tenths of the ex- 
pense, and the expense to be borne by 
Nowton should not exceed *11,300, the 
amount to be charged to the appropriation 
for 1888. 

Alderman Ward said lie had had n talk 
with a man living in the district, and he 
had said that the houses troubled with 
water in their cellars were built in a hollow 
where tho water had always stood every 
spring, and the people that had built there 
knew it. He did not believe that people 
should build houses in. such places and 
then expect the city to drain them with- 
out Itheir paying a part, at least, of the ex- 
pense. 

Alderman Nickerson said that tho city 
did not propose to drain the laud but only 
tho streets; tho water Btood in the streets 
every spring, and some of them wore im- 
passable. The city owed a certain duty in 
tho matter, but possibly tho residents 
could bo made to bear a portion of tho ex- 
pense. 

Alderman Grant said that the propor- 
tion seemed to be changed, and Newton 
would have to pay a larger share of the 
work than by the first order. 

Alderman Nickerson said that the en- 
gineer employed by Watertown had fig- 
ured very closely, but the committee had 
thought best to stick to the original 
amount, as it was not certain how much 
cutting through rocks would have to be 
done. The engineer had figured upon the 
cost of the work if each town did the work 
separately, and then had apportioned the 
amount on that basis, Newton would have 
to build through Watertown to dispose of 
the water, and therefore it was proper that 
we should bear most of the expense. 
Some *4,000 would be saved by both co-op- 
erating. 

Alderman Ward said ho believed it was a 
wrong principle to drain such land as this 
without the property owners bearing part 
of the expense. Only three or four houses 
were troubled with water in their cellars, 
and the drain was to benefit them. 

Alderman Harwood said that if Aider- 
man Ward had visited the district last 
spring he would have seen that the drain 
would benefit the whole district, includimr 
Hovey, Emerson, Boyd and other streets. 
All the residents were afliieted and Hovey 
street was impassable. The work ought to 
he done at once, and it would benefit the 
whole district. 

Alderman l’ottee said it was claimed 
that the blasting of Bo\d ledge by the city 
had increased the trouble, and therefore 
that the residents had a good claim against 
the city. As it was now wo forced Water- 
town to take our water, and it was only 
proper that Newton should bear the greater 
portion of the expense. It was not a 
scheme to drain private grounds, but to 
take away water from the streets. 

A vote was then taken by. yeas and nays 
aud all voted yea. 

Alderman Grant presented an order ap- 
propriating *05, (XX) for the city expenses 
during October.

the Veteran firemen. 


REMINISCENCES OF OLI) DAYS WITH NEW- 
TON FIREMEN. 


The many veteran firemen of this city 
who witnessed the parade aud trials of the 
hand fire engines of tho Boston Veteran 
Firemen’s association and their visiting 
brethren last Monday, undoubtedly had 
brought back to their memories the trial 
of three of Newton’s old baud engines at 
Jackson’s Brook, Newtonville, Saturday, 
August 28th, 1858. At that time and place 
there assembled the West Newton (after- 
wards “Triton”) engine Co. No. 3, Rod- 
ney M. Lucas, foreman; Nonantmn, No. 5, 
Orriu Whipple, foreman; Eagle No. ft, J. 
E. CousoiiH, foreman, to test tho qualities 
of their machines and see which one of the 
throe was tho best. All of them wore of 
exactly the same size and pattern, and alike 
equally well manned. The test was to fill 
a 1,200 gallon tank through 250 feet of hose. 
The judges were Win. Houghton foi No. 
3; Captain C. H. Chatnpncw, foreman of 
Butcher Boy No. 1 of Brighton (now fore- 
man of engine 211) for No. 5; Henry J. 
Toombs for No. 0; F. W. Bacon and C. W. 
Brackett at large. Bond’s Cornet Band of 
Boston furnished music for the occasion, 
and inspired with lively music the quick 
working of the brakes. The trials resulted 
as follows: No. 5 in six minutes aud 15 
seconds; No. ft hi six minutes and 4U sec- 


onds; No. ,Ts time was not officially stated 
there being a difference of opinion, but 
subsequently if was rendered, giving them 
first honors of the trials. The entire as- 
semblage of firemen and guests after the 
trial was finished, marched to the West. 
Newton Hotel, where a dinner was par- 
taken of, followed by postprandial exer- 
cises. T. W. Rice presiding, and F. W. Ba- 
con officiating as toast master. Among 
those responding were Joseph Saunders of 
Butcher Boy No. 1 of Brighton: Foreman 
Cousens of Neptune No. 3 of Waltham; 
Foreman Kangri »»t' Torront No. 1, Water- 
town, and several others. 

The decision of the judges in giving the 
honols to No. 3. and their likewise unsat- 
isfactory decisions all around, caused the 
following self-explanatory challenge to bo 
issued : 

CHALLENGE. 

To West Newton Engine Co. No. ,3: 

The officers and members of Eagle No. (I. 
Newton Centre, know the time declared 
by tho judges at our late trial was incor- 
rect. We therefore challenge you in good 
faith, to meet us for a repetition of the 
same trial in tank through pipe, and tub 
and tub, and will ho pleased to hear from 
you soon.

CHALLENGE ACCEPTED. 

To Eaglo Engine Co. No. 0, Newton Cen- 
tro: 

The officers and members of West New- 
ton Engine Co. No. 3, having received a 
challenge to meet you for a repetition of 
our late trial, hereby accept the same. Duo 
notice of tho arrangements will ho given by 
our committee.

West Newton, Sept. 8th. 185S. 

The trial took place Wednesday. Sopt. 
15th, the tank being of 7 5(f gallons capacity 
and was filled by No. ft in six minutes and 
twenty-seven and one-half seconds; by No. 
3 in six minutes and thirty-nine seconds. 
The tub aud tub contest resulted at the 
end of three minutes in No. 3 lowering her 
water nine inches, and gaining on No. ft, 
six and one-half inches, thus giving a vic- 
tory to each company. A horizontal 
stream was then thrown, No. 3 recording 
181 feet and No. ft 170 feet and seven inches. 
Tho best of good feeling prevailed through- 
out these trials, and many firemen from 
the surrounding departments were present. 

Sept. 5th, 1857, No. 3 and Mechanic No. 
4, attended the Worcester muster, where 
there were 54 engines which played 
a perpendicular stream through 40ft feet of 
hose. No. 3 stood tho 37th on the list 
with a record of 132 feet and No. 4 stood 
44th, with a record .of 125 feet. Tho great- 
est record made there was 180 feet and the 
lowest lift feet. Relief No. 2 of Water- 
town was also present, and stood 28th with 
144 feet. 

Sept- 15th, 1850, No. 3 attended the Man- 
chester, N. H., muster, and stood 42 in a 
list df 52 companies, with a record of lftft 
feet, the highest being 170 feet, the lowest 
03. Re'lief No. 2 of Waterloo stood lftth on 
the list, with 142 feet, Boyden No. 2 of 
Waltham the 2ftth, with 13ft feet and 
Torrent No. 1 of Watertown 41st. with 115 
feet. Eagle No. ft was Newton’s best en- 
gine on the stream, and Mechanic No. 4 on 
passing water.

How to Pass One Autumn Day. 

Newton has good roads. So lias Wal- 
liam, Watertown. Weston, and many other 
towns with names beginning with W. 
Aristocrats who own horses and carriages 
galore , may ask, “Who does not know 
that?” Hut there are many who are out- 
side tho ranks of the equine artistoeracy, 
who know nothing about it except from 
hearsay. The writer belongs to the class 
who can truthfully reply to Hie assessor’s 
queries, “Horse? cow? dog?” with “No, 
not any.” Sho occasionally indulges in a 
loot- ride. But that sort of locomotion is not 
popular with tho average Yankee, despite 
the pedestrianic examples of Diclceus, our 
own Thoroau, S. A. Drake and others. 
Sweat, heat, dust, limp collars and wrist- 
bands, and sore feet are generally secured 
if nothing else is. 

She determined a few days since to in- 
dulge in a ride behind ahorse. In a bland, 
breezy September morning, two teams, one 
containing four giddy young girls from the 
West, and the one in the lead containing 
the writer and another venerable lady, as 
guides and eiceroucs to tlio giddy onus be- 
hind, started for tho Concord Fight.

Yet, how few have traversed 
it, or even have a definite idea of where it 
is. Historic houses and sites, all inscribed, 
are numerous in Lexington, and ate well 
known. But the pleasant, billy old load 
leading thence up to Concord town, is nof 
so well known. To us it seemed a dim 
tradition. 'The first point marked above 
■Lexington is the well where Samuel May- 
nard, tho rebel, met an armed British 
soldier. The roil coat raised liis musko 
and said, “You are a dead man.” “So are 
you,” replied the stout-hearted rebel. 
Both fired at once, and both died, the 
soldier first. Next comes Fisko’s Bluff, a 
pile of crags at a bend of the road, now 
as then covered with » growth of stunted 
trees and hushes. Behind these rocks and 
bushes the grenadiers tried to rally. They 
made a determined effort, but were soon 
driven forth in a mad (light by the stings 
of tho enraged Yankee hornets. Here Col. 
Smith was wounded in tho leg. Then 
conies Mcrriuin’b corner, where llio Bed- 
ford road joins t hat from Boston, 'll ere 
stands the old Merriam house and barn, 
the house about as it was during the light. 
Behind tills house, barn, and the near 
fences and trees, lay in ambush Major 
Buttrick’s men, who bad crossed tlio Heals 
after the light at the North Bridge, and 
l cached the comer ahead ot the Biitish, 
.and the mull of Heading under Brooks, 


afterward Governor Brooks, who bad como 
down tlio Bedford road. Tlio old square 
bouse still heara the marks of British 
bullets, and tlinso who fired them begun to 
realize tli it, the danger ahead was iuereaw 
big with oacli step of their advance. There 
was a hot skirmish here, anil some dozen or 
fifteen of the regulars were peppered and 
mustered out. The patriotic blood of the 
old ladies was stirred. “What a kindergar- 
ten school or object. lesson in history and 
love of country, this would be for young peo- 
ple” said one to the other. “They must bo 
thrilled.” A shriek of laughter from the 
wild Western girls just behind interrupted 
tlio remark, nnd seemed to damp the en- 
thusiasm of the speaker, but a moment 
after the four began to sing tlio 
“Sword of Bunker Hill.” “Yes, 1 wus 
light,” resumed the speaker, “If such mad 
cans as those are at nil impressed, most 
children, especially tho boys, would be 
thrilled to thu very core with patriotic im- 
pulses. Eve i > parent who has boys in 
school should come here and tike them 
along.” 

.So up tho main street of the lovely old 
town aunt Eliza nnd aunt Henley moralized, 
and tlio Western hoydens sang and laughed. 
Past tho “Wayside,” from tho front if 
which Hawtl oi lie’s evergreens have van- 
ished; past Alcoifs, and the little swelter- 
ing looking building under the hank, where 
meets his school ot Philosophy. Past liis 
friend Emerson’s, the old Wright tavern, 
where Major Pitcairn stirred t he brandy 
with bloody linger on that fateful morn. 
Down Monument street to North Bridge by 
tho “Old Manse,” where on a tree by the 
entrance is a sign forbidding intrusion. It 
was different toil years ago, when Aunt 
Henley, oil her first visit to Concord, asked 
a pleasant faced lady where tho Old Manse 
was. Tho pleasant faced lady was the 
owner, and she cordially invited the ques- 
tioner within. But some visitors proved to 
bo Goths and Vandals, and the many suffer 
for tho sins of the few.

On the way back the party tarry at the 
house containing the antiquarian collection 
of C. E. Davis, who began to pick up old 
relics at the age of thirteen, lie lias every- 
thing, from tlio “Sword of Bunker Hill,” 
the clock of Peter liulkelcy, nearly 5100 
years old, a grenadier’s musket, old beds, 
old crockery, old pewter, down to a speci- 
men of the mephitin Americana , which, 
tilled with patriotic purpose and perfume, 
is supposed to have done its part to make 
JOtli oi April, J 77"), interesting to the in- 
vading soldiery. Mr. Davis is a relative of 
our own centenarian, and would like to 
change liis collection to Newton, so bo says. 

On reaching home the party unanimously 
voted that as much real pleasure had been 
packed between the hours of nine and six 
as it had ever known in the same time; al- 
though the youngest and most giddy of the 
wild Westerns insisted that lier feelings 
would have been more deeply stirred, bad 
two or three nice young men, descendants 
of the revolutionary Ripleys, Emprsons, or 
Prescotts been along with us. The two 
maiden aunts, however, were thankful that 
the young men were non cut, and agreed 
that Newton was good enough for them, 
even if nice men wore lacking.

TUI. STKKKT KAIliWAY IIRAKINC. 

Next Monday evening comes the public 
hearing on the Street Railroad charter be- 
fore the board of Aldermen, and an inter- 
esting discussion may bo expected, unless 
all the opposition to the road has died out. 
A year ago the objections wore based main- 
ly on the supposition that a horse railroad 
was contemplated, but owing to the recent 
experiments and developments of electric 
motors, and the general understanding that 
electricity is to bo the motive power, the 
objectors will now be those who do not 
wish any kind of a street railway. 

The Malden road has recently been con- 
structed with the same kind of rail that is 
to be used by the Newton company, and a 
largo number of citizens ha\e inspected it, 
and driven across the rails to sco just how 
much of an obstruction a road hero would 
prove. Carriage wheels do not catcli iu the 
rails, except in the curves, which are about 
as destructive to carriage wheels as any- 
thing that' could be invented, but the 
straight rails are perfectly safe. 

Of course any kind of a railroad in the 
public streets is a nuisance to people who 
drive along the road, but the Highway 
Committee have been anxious to do every- 
thing in their power to make the road here 
no more of a nuisance than is actually 
necessary. The rails and paving are to bo 
of the best character, and the streets 
through which the road is to run comprise 
only a small portion of the streets of the 
city. 

With the rapid growth of the city a 
street railroad has become almost a 
necessity to that portion of the citizens 
who do not keep conveyances of their own. 


The list of heavy tax-payers, as pub- 
lished, does not represent all who pay over 
$500, as a large number pay taxes in sev- 
eral wards, and although iu each ward the 
amount may fall below that limit, the sum 
of what is paid in all the wards is much in 
excess of that sum. In this way some of 
the heaviest tax-payers were not mentioned 
in the list, as for instance Mr. Moses G. 
Crane of Ward 5, who pays a tax bill of 
$851.25, and several other^ who pay large 
amounts. To have made the list absolute- 
ly correct the tax books should have been 
gone over carefully, and the amoupts add- 
ed and published without regard to wards. 
This would have entailed a great deal of 
time and labor, but it is only in such a way 
that a fair idea of the heavy tax-payers of 
the city could have been given. 


If Huy one had told the most sanguine 
projector of the Hospital that in less than 
eighteen months from the time of its open- 
ing ovor one hundred and twenty-live pa- 
tients would be treated, they would have 
regarded it as visionary.

The spoilsmen were in 
a great majority, however, and Congress- 
man Lovering was nominated. The ticket 
will secure no mugwump votes, and evident- 
ly was not chosen for that purpose. The 
Republican party will have an e^sy task be- 
fore it this fall.

tor at the High School, ami an admirable 
selection it will lie. One of the High 
School committee has a letter from Col. 
Bancroft, in which Captain llenyon is 
spoken of as one of the most competent 
officers in the regiment, both for his 
know edge of m T'av tactic* and his tut 
aud discretion. The latter qualities are 
necessary to a inilit try instructor. Cap- 
tain Beuyou has just been appointed adju- 
tant by Col. B ancroft. 

Tiib Waltii am Khkk Puksk is all stirred 
up over the suggestion of one of our corre- 
spondents that the Newton people wore 
rather ungraciously i routed at last year’s 
carnival, and takes haif a column to prove 
that the carnival was a Waltham idea from 
the very inception, and that Newton never 
cealiy had anything to do with them, al- 
though they kindly allowed llie Newton 
boat club to take part one or two years. 
The Free Press is sometimes a very amus- 
ing paper.

E. Fewkos «fc 
Son had a beautiful display of dahlias, of 
many gorgeous colors and varieties, w hile 
the tloral designs of Mrs. M. T. Goddard 
attracted about equal attention. L. II. 
Fallow had a lino collection of cut (lowers, 
and Severance Barrage a large exhibit of 
wild llowers and ferns. Mr. Henry Ross 
contributed a large collection of green- 
house plants, and W. C. Strong an interest- 
ing variety of evergreens of many varieties. 
A. II. Fowkes of Newton Highlands had 
two curious plants. one called the telegraph 
plant, a member of the clover family from 
Bengal, and the Venus tiy trap.

Brackett, Mrs. M. T. Goddard and Willard 
Marcy were among the largest exhibitors, 
while Geo. L. Lovett. C. A. Kingsbury, C.

S. Harwood, E. W. Wood 
and John Ward had many varieties of 
fruits. John Ward’s poaches and E. W.

School Suffrage Meeting. 

Mrs. Henry W. Wellington presided at 
a small hut interesting meeting at Eliot 
Lower Hall Wednesday afternoon. The 
president said that although there were not 
so many present us she had hoped to see, 
yet she saw before her women iu earnest 
to deal with great public and moral inter- 
ests. Wo are all interested ill oui children, 
but we fail in out duty if we do not take a 
j personal interest in the s dinnl*. The 
; schools are good, hut not so ?ro.»d hut what 
they might he hotter. Them fillers aro too 
apt to put everything upon the teacher. 


The teacher needs and appreciates the help | 
and personal acquaintance with the moth- * 
er in order to do the best by the child. 
Teachers had said to her that this lack of 
acquaintance wiili the mothers was a great 
drawback to successful work. We must 
lay aside our feelings of delicacy, and iu 
addition to visiting the schools take an ac- 
tive part in the election of school officers. 
We should leave this meeting with the de- 
termination to do something to tiring tho 
home and the school nearer to each other. 
Mrs. Olatlin of Quincy addressed the meet- 
ing at some length. Her ternaries were 
very interesting, and were listened to at- 
tentively. After referring to the history of 
the movement, the speaker passed to a 
consideration of the arguments which are 
used against women using tin* privileges 
accorded them, the causes of the non use 
of tho ballot, and tlio reasons why such a 
use is the duty of every woman. Women 
should vote in order to hi-ucfit tho chil- 
dren. to elevate other women, and to bene- 
fit tlio country by making the rising gener- 
ation better citizens. It is not unwomanly 
to vote: on tlio contrary, the only dignified 
and self-respecting place to occupy is that 
of using the lights now granted. 

By request, Col. Kingsbury was present, 
and after encouraging the ladies in tlieir 
work, made it clear what steps were nec- 
essary to obtain the franchise. Any wom- 
an who pays a personal or real estate tax, 
may, by appearing before the registrars of 
voters and complying with the few re- 
quirements of the law, be registered and 
thus he able to vote. Notice of the times 
and places where the registrations may be 
made will be given, and copies of the laws 
and regulations concerning this matter will 
soon bo ready for distribution to all who 
apply to tho Registrars of Voters, City 
Hall. Those who arc not assessed a per- 
sonal or real estate tax can not register for 
this election, the term for the assessment 
of poll taxes having expired on September 
15. 

Col. Kingsbury urged the women to at- 
tend the caucuses or have delegates attend 
for them. It is iu the primaries that the 
work is done, the direction of public opin- 
ion determined. He felt sure the ladies 
would meet with a courteous reception and 
their wishes would be carefully con- 
sidered. 

The discussion, asjto what definite ac- 
tion should he taken, became general, it 
finally being decided to appoint a commit- I 
toe to take steps to get the women to regis- 
ter, influence the caucuses, and vote. 

Letters expressing regret at not being 
able lo attend were read from Rev. Wolcott 
Calking, Mr. Walton and Judge Pitman. 

It is to be hoped that these meetings may 
arouse the women of Newton to a sense of 
their duty as citizens, and that next De- 
cember will see a large delegation of 
women at the polls. Aiucli good to the 
schools might result from such action. 
All who can vote at the coming city elcc- 
will of course do so.

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SHAKESPEARE'S HOME. 

■wn.VT ONE SEES AT STH A.TFOR D-ON-AVON — 
THE SHAKESPEARE MYTH. 

Mr. R. A. Ballou of Auburndnlo, now in 
England, is writing homo a series of letters 
to his family, some of which are of general 
interest. One, on the home of Shakospoaro, 
we aro permitted to publish, ami aro confi- 
dent it will he entertaining reading, espe- 
cially to the many, who, by their study of 
English literature, have become interested 
in anything reliable which relates to the 
great dramatist. 

1 must give you an account of my visit 
to the home and tomb of Shakespeare. 
"Probably the young people, especially, 
will enjoy it, as they have been to some ex- 
tent Sliaicesperian readers for the last year 
or two. Stratford, or “Stratford upon 
Avon,” as it is generally called, is about 
twenty miles from Birmingham, but it is 
easily reached from here by cars of the 
Great Western Railway. Having a leisure 
day 1 went alone, arriving at the station 
there about eleven o'clock. The town is 
one of six or eight thousand inhabitants, 
and is a centre for trade from a considera- 
ble stretch of country around. Some of 
the buildings aro old, but they are nicely 
kept. There aro a good many compara- 
tively new buildings, for since the Shakes- 
peare property was purchased by sub- 
scription and put in trust for tho nation, 
that is for everybody, the great flow of vis- 
itors to this shrine has given the place an 
air of genuine prosperity. One of the 
striking features of tho town is that, on all 
the principal streets, at least, every build- 
ing. however old, appears to be in perfect 
repair and the streets are in perfect condi- 
tion, and everything it* as clean and inviting 
as tho utmost pains-taking could make it. 

I walked from the station into the vil- 
lage, about a third of a mile, and as I en- 
tered tho principal square I noticed a very 
handsome stone structure in process of 
eroction in tho centre of tho open space, 
which. on inquiry, I learned was the a memo- 
rial fountain presented to the town by Mr. 
Geo. W. Childs of the Philadelphia Ledger. 
It is now about half up, and from the 
work already done I judge it must be a 
very fine one. Causing it to bo erected 
this Jubilee year, lie makes it at once a 
memorial of Shakespeare and a tribute of 
honor to the Queen. Americans take a 
great interest in Stratford, and probably 
no more genuine respect is paid to the 
memory of the great poet than is paid by 
them. I was told that some years as many 
as twelve to fourteen thousand American 
names are entered in the memorial books. 
I think this is an exaggeration, but that 
nearly all Americans go there who can is 
yery obvious. 

The object of chief interest to tourists 
are of course those connected with the 
life and memories of Shakespeare. These 
are to he found chiefly in four separate 
places, the house in which he was born, 
the Now Place, as it is called, where he 
bough c a house for himself in which he 
lived and died, the Anne Hathaway Cot- 
tage where lived the girl lie married, and 
who. although eight years his senior, out- 
lived him seven years more, and tho church 
— Iloly Trinity Church, where he attended 
service when at home, and in which he was 
buried. 

Shakespeare, as you know, was horn in 
1504. Milton, liacon, Cromwell, Leicester, 
and Queen Elizabeth were among his con- 
temporaries. Iiis father, John Shakes- 
peare, was a tradesman an alderman of 
the town, and a man of considerable prop- 
erty ami importance. He owned the house 
in which his world-renowned son was 
horn, and although it is not a very showy 
one now, it was then a good class house, 
and there is nothing to show that the fami- 
ly were not well situated in life and highly 
respectable. 

By examining the photographs 1 s tul, you 
will sec* wide dark lines up and down and 
across the building both fiont and end and 
side, marking it off into squares. These 
dark iiues are the solid oak timbers built 
int » the house when it was made. The 
sp.u :*s between the timbers aro filled in 
with stones and mortar and are nicely 
plastered on the surface both outside awl 
inside. The Anne Hathaway Cottage and 
other houses oi the period were built in 
the same way. Boar .s were probably 
scarce and good bricks were expensive, so 
these stout oak timbers, thick enough to 
go through and show on the inside just as 
they do outside, were framed together, 
auo fastened with pins, two in each mor- 
tised joint, the heads of which still stick 
out anout half an inch, and tho spaces be- 
tween the timbers were tilled up with 
stones or gravel, held together with good 
mortar, nicely smoothed on both outside 
and inside surfaces, and thus the timbers 
fjnvc strength t<> the building and tho fill- 
ing between them warmth, and both to- 
gether the finish outside and in. Tho 
photographs don’t show the very old look 
.of the building. These oak timbers are 
pluck with age and weather worn, yet sue 
mostly sound, and will perhaps stive 
effectually another four or five hundred 

Inside, tho kitchen floor is of stone, the 
oi initial stone first used there, according to 
the custom of the time. They are much 
wo: u and broken, but still make a usable 
floor. The chimneys are large and the 
lire places very wide, over which are very 
thick oak beams supporting 1 ho bricks of 
the chimney fr< nts. in tho kitchen there 
js no mantle shelf, in the adjoining rooms 
there is an old, well wo a oak shelf, bla k 
as ebony, lastened to the i.ig oak beam 
over the fire place. The floors, such of 
them us are not stone, aro of oak, worn 
thin by the stepping of many feet for bun- 
dle U of yeuih. The risers of the old 
staiis remain, but new steps have had to 
.take the place of the old ones worn entire- 

through. 

The rooms generally shown are the 
kitchen, evidently tho living room, the sit- 
tiiii'-ioodi. now used as a museum of anti- 
fju.ucs. chicliy .Miakcsperiuu, a suit of hack 
kn» lien, and the chamber where he was 
porn and what is now a library mid writing 
fooju qieumg out of it, amt across the 
si.c v o opening out of the biitli chamber 
pn i ..v O' her side, another chamber which 
pu. .. n h i no lannms *'( i a dos’’ poi tiail oi 
tii< nui poet, caietully pieserveci in a i 
ir n sale, exposed in view by day in its 
p. sitioli ill a good light, hut secured by 
incut • y loosing the sale doors which opeu 
tv the light ami lclt. The safe is elevated 


upon the wall, where it. continually re- 
mains, to give tho picture an advan- 
tageous position. Tills is called the best 
portrait extant, of tho poet, but tho name 
of the artist who painted it is not known. 

There arc many relics in tho various 
rooms, many books, scores of pictures and 
busts of Shakespeare and of Garrick and 
others, old manuscripts, old documents 
signed by various members of the family, 
autographs, fne-sitnilios of the signatures 
to Shakespeare’s will (the will itself is pre- 
served elsewhere), early editions of bis 
plays, one published in 1023, only seven 
years after liis death, and others enlarged 
and improved, following on a few years 
later, showing that his plays were held in 
esteem by those who lived in his time. 
There is hero also a now folio edition of 
Shakespeare, edited by J. (>. llalliwcll, tho 
most noted Shakespcrinn scholar living 
or that ever lived, printed in sixteen largo 
volumes in very clear type, also Halli- 
wolfs Life of Shakespeare, regarded here 
as Mm host, together with about eighty 12 
mo. volumes of Halliwcll’s notes in manu- 
script, neatly bound and in a locked e;iso 
by themselves. not to bo given to the pub- 
lic till after his death. These articles and 
relies hero preserved arc considered ex- 
ceedingly valuable. One small book, the 
first edition printed of one of the plays, 
was bought by a wealthy lady who paid 
$1,000 for it, to he put into this collection 
of Shakespearian literature and relies. 
An old handsomely carved oak chair, 
which belonged to a club of which be was 
president, and in which ho sat when ho 
presided, is preserved and known as 
Shakespeare’s chair. Of course every vis- 
itor sits down in it. 

Tho greatest, pains is taken to secure the 
house and its treasures against lire. It is 
warmed bv hot water in pipes from the 
custodian’s house near by, and no lire or 
light, or smokers’ matches are ever allowed 
in the building. 

I did not suppose it would seem r.o inter- 
esting to me, but when I found myself ac- 
tually in this ancient dwelling, looking 
upon these objects and walking about the 
early home of the acknowledged king of 
literature, tho whole world’s greatest liter- 
ary genius, as it is claimed he was, I ad- 
mit that it did impress me very deeply, 
and now that, 1 have it. I would not want 
on any account to part with the experi- 
ence. 

TIIE NEW PLACE. 

From the birthplace of .Shakespeare, I 
went to what is called the “New Place,” 
on another street live minutes walk away. 
It is all right, I suppose, to call it the “New 
Place,” although it began to be called such 
nearly 300 years ago, because it is newer 
than the old one. 

This place Shakespeare bought in 1597, 
and no doubt lived in it when not in Lon- 
don till he died in 1010. It was a fine 
largo mansion with quite extensive 
grounds, and indicates that lie had then 
become a man of considerable wealth as 
well as note, for in his youth, if not* when 
lie bought it, it was the largest and finest 
residence in the town. The house is gone; 
the foundations and grounds alone remain. 
These have been purchased and aro now 
owned with the other Shakespeare proper- 
ty and are shown to visitors. It is said 
that the house was torn down by a minis- 
ter who lived there nearly one hundred 
years ago, who became incensed by the 
trouble which relic hunters made him. and 
who declared he would not pay the taxes 
on the property and have it infested by 
tli£ worshippers of a play-wright. Evi- 
dently lie made a mistake, unless lie had 
the discernment to see that this was the 
only way in which his name could go down 
to posterity. The deep old well remains, 
with the richest ivy growing over the curb- 
ing and frame, under which thousands go 
to draw water and drink from Shakes- 
peare’s well. A part of the cellar wall st 11 
stands. The few loose stones that remain 
are carefully covered over with iron grat- 
ings to prevent their being carried away 
for relics. When the debris was removed, 
and the grounds covered with turf, a few 
interesting objects were found that had be- 
longed to the poet, among them a lino sig- 
net ring with tho initials XV. S. carved 
upon it, and which is circftilly preserved 
in the museum ar. his birth place. The 
grounds aro beautifully kept, and as I 
walked through them [ picked and ale 
fruit from the mulberry tree which, it is 
said, Shakespeare himself planted there. 
A little back of the estate, yet close to it, 
flows tho liver Avon along by the magnifi- 
cent new memorial theatre shown iii the 
photograph, and by the ancient church 
where his remains now lie. It is a small, 
slow moving stream, winding along between 
grassy and willow lined bunks, and boys in 
their shirt sleeves and with bare feet were 
fishing in it just as if it were no more sa- 
cred than any other stream. It is an old 
liver, but, no doubt, seems just as new and 
delightful and just as much their own to 
the boys of to-day, {,» it did to the lads of 
4 h roe hundred years ago, when, with Billy 
.Shakespeare, as their leader, all uncon- 
scious of his future great ness,, they splashed 
in its waters and dived beneath its surface, 
and walked or floated along its sloping 
banks. 

THE CHURCH. 

You will see by the photograph how the 
large, long church appears with its dark 
stone spire rising in the centre J(!8 feet. It 
stands some little distance from the street 
in the midst of a large burying ground with 
stones and monuments on almost every 
foot of it, oven the walk from the gate to 
the front entrance being over flat stones 
that are covered with the names of tho 
generations past that lie beneath them, 
and the church itself outside and inside 
contains tablets and monuments and many 
inscriptions of the names and virtues of 
the eminent persons, who for nearly eight 
hundred years have one after another 
pass' d away in that town, and in the 
church itself in vaults under its floors, lie 
tho most distinguished of tho dead; 
while ail around in available spots near, on 
the floor and on the walls aro their monu- 
ments or inscriptions. 

Some of these monuments appear in tho 
nlmtogiaph of thu inturiar of tho church. 
The square block at tho upper end of the 
left aisle, seen \vi;)i figures reclining upon 
it, is the monument and the tomb of the 
Glopton family. Hu was one of tho early 
earls of this region, and full length figures 
of himself and Lady (Tipton, beautifully 
cut iu alabaster, with images of domestic 
animals at their feet and their hands placed 
with (lie palms together, their fingers point- 
ing upwards over their breasts, lie there 
sied by side in their silent rest, as they 
have lain tor hundreds of years, waiting, 
according to the old theology, the sound 
of t lie h umpet that shall awaken and re- 
vive tlm dust beneath at the i essurieetiou 
morning. Tin se monuments and burials 
iu tlm i'b ureb i s were the fashion or pr.m- 
ticeall over Lugla id centuries ago. Mon- 
uments and inscriptions in their propm ■ 
places are well e lough, but not the images 
of tho departs I lying over their tombs. 


To mo it seems so much bettor to think of 
thorn ns already gone to the world of ever- 
lasting life, and not waiting a seeming 
eternity in mouldering dust It. was the 
•Savior himself who said “God is not the 
(foil of the dead, but of the living, for all 
live unto Him.” 

A sad nnd touching event occurred at 
this Clopton tomb about tho year Shakes- 
peare was born. The plague visited the 
town, and Charlotte Cldpton, a young 
daughter of the earl, was striken down 
with it nnd hastily lmricd in tho tomb. A 
few days after, another member of the fam- 
ily was carried there, and on opening the 
vault the torches revealed the form of 
Charlotte sitting against the wall in hor 
grave clothes, dead indeed, but nbt till, in 
her agony and despair, she had bitten a 
piece from her fair shoulder; what they 
thought was their necessary haste proved 
to have been a terribleBmistako.' 

The places of special honor in tho church 
directly in tho floor of the sanctuary at the 
end of the elmncel under the groat east 
window, and inside the altar rail, are 
given to the S^liakospoaro family, showing 
in what, esteem ho and his family wore 
held there at tho time of his death. The 
carpet, which in tho photograph you see 
upon the floor in this place, is rolled back 
during the week, exposing to visitors the 
large flagstones which lie there over the 
Shakespeare tombs with their quaint in- 
scriptions. Shakespeare himself and his 
wife, nee Annie Hathaway, and their 
daughter Susanna, who married Dr. Hall, 
a man of some professional and literary 
distinction, and his daughter Elizabeth, 
and probably Shakespeare's other daugh- 
ter Susan, who married Thomas Quincy, 
aro all buried boro. To Shakespeare’s 
daughter Susanna, there is an interesting 
inscription: 

“Witty above her Bex, but that’s not all, 

Wise to salvation was good Mistress Hall; 

Something of Shakespeare was in that, but this 
Wholly of Him with whom 6ho’8 now in bliss.” 

The proper inscription to Shakespeare is 
on the wall of tho church under his monu- 
ment, but on the flat stone over his grave 
has been cut the inscription which you see 
in one of the photographs: 

“Good friends, for Jems’ sako forbear 
To dig the dust inclosed here; 

lllest lie the man that spares these stones, 

And curst be he that moves my hones.” 

There was a time when a few eminent 
persons wished to have the tomb opened 
and an instantaneous photograph taken of 
his remains, but the excited opposition of 
the people of Stratford and perhaps also 
the fear of this inscription prevented. The 
superstitious dread of this threat is better 
security than the stone on which it is writ- 
ten. 

the left of tho sanctuary wall, upon 
the wall, the Shakespeare monument is 
placed. It is a half length figure, showing 
him as writing, and was placed there by 
his family soon after his death, and is un- 
derstood to he a likeness that was satisfac- 
tory to them. You will see a scant side 
view of it in tho photograph of the interior 
of the church. Another in the set gives a 
clear front view of it. The stone is paint- 
ed or colored in red and blue to show the 
kind and style of dress lie was accustomed 
to wear on dress occasions. I preserved a 
small copy of it, colored, to represent the 
original, which it does very accurately, to 
take home as a memorial of the real statue 
here. It has the same peculiar half smil- 
ing expression which tho monument itself 
wears, but which is not seen in tho pre- 
vailing pictures of him. 

As you sit down iu this ancient church, 
and, *is ir. were, roll back the curtain which 
unvails the realities of seven or eight cen- 
times, and look upon the places and things 
familiar to the people generation after gen- 
eration of these many by gono years, and, 
through recalling the writings of Sliakes- 
peaie and Milton and Thomas A. Bucket 
(who had a chapel here) and others, get at 
the kind of life that was livod and thought 
that prevailed bore and the world about, 
you have an impression of what the past — 
the distant far-gone-by past of our own 
race really means, such as thu reading of 
books and tho imagination alone cannot 
give. It is an experience which of itself is 
to me well worth my journey of six thou- 
sand miles here and hack. 

In looking at the photographs, von will 
hear in mind that limy fail almosj; wholly 
to show r lie old look of the things they 
represent. They are well taken, but the 
really effective expression of age tho cam- 
era somehow does not gut. These stones 
are all. or nearly all, gray and their surface 
crumbling from the effects of time, and 
their ohec nicely cut corners are broken 
and worn away, especially outside where a 
gray moss rests over much of the .surface, 
and the air and water and frosts have <li.-- 
integrated the stone till I could pick off 
pieces of it with my fingers. 1 did pi ;k off 
some small bits wliich 1 shall carry home. 
The gargoyles and heads and faces in Mie 
tone work, once clean cut and sharp, are 
o worn that you cannot now tell what they 
wore intended to represent. They are 
mere stumps and stubs of what they once 
were. It is only by restoring, a familiar 
word here, that the church is proorved. 
The greater part of the whole building has 
already been restored, the work having 
been going on for hundreds of ye:irs. 

Tho church is cruciform, is 192 feet long. 
It was commenced about the year 1200. and 
stands on the site of an older building, 
about which little is known. The tran- 
septs and tower are tho oldest parts. The 
greater portion of it. was completed in 200 
years. The great west window represents 
the twelve apostles and tho baptism of our 
Saviour; the east window many scriptural 
scenes. Several beautiful memorial stained 
glass windows have of late years been 
furnished to tho chancel, one wholly from 
contributions from American tourists, ami 
another from the same means is soon to be 
added. The English people are exceeding- 
ly ignorant in regard to Americans and 
American affairs, hut they have the politest 
way of accepting whatever contributions 
may he prompted by American reverence 
for anything old and interesting in tuc 
history of our English ancestors. In the 
great lieu library in Birmingham there are 
always ready in tho reading room perhaps 
fifty newspapers front hi tie rent parts of 
the world, but only one from the I'niled 
States is ever found there, and that a 
worn and torn copy of the weekly New 
York Herald. 

an.nk uathaway’s cottage. 

But I cannot linger at this ancient church, 
however strong the inclination. The sun 
is getting low iu the west and I have other 
tilings to see. The cottage of Anno Hath- 
away, w lu re Shakespeare did his minting 
is about a mile to the west of ihu viliag,. ,n 
little hamlet called Sbottery.l take tins man 
over which Shakespeare whiH. nnd wood 
tlm way on toot, as no doubt lie did many 
a time to see the woman who fascinated 
his poetic muni, and whose cany limn <m Ids 
account facinatod mine. Tho roaii is clean, 
and hard and good, being well macadamize 


ns the roads in this country generally aie. 

Lit.lo farms divided by might green 
lu dgo rows for fences do thick and inviting 
on either side, while oil to the southwest 
distant, blue bills overlooking the interven- 
ing fields and towers raise their low heads 
against. the hazy sky. A part of the way 
are long blocks of small but clean and 
pleasant brick eottnges such as English 
woik people near the towns generally 
reside in. Flowers are in the most, of the 
windows, and bright looking children arc 
playing about the doors. 

A little distance away on the left as 1 
pass along is a cemetery with a handsome 
brick clmpel in the center of it for services. 

1 met a sadj procession going there, which 
reveal the ways of the country. A rector, 
with his black gown on and shorter white 
one over it ami lour cornered hat on his 
head, leads the procession, walking in tho 
middle of the street. Next come two girls 
carrying a little colHn between them by 
handles on ei flier side of it, each having 
one handle in her hands, and behind these 
walking side by side are a weeping father 
and mother. In that humble way they 
were going to lay away under the flowers 
the little treasure they had learned to love 
but could not keep. 

Further on 1 heard a child crying, 
evidently in great distress. As I approached 
a covered waterway that passed under the 
road and looked over the hedge of tho 
walk, there was a little toddler probably 
less than two years old that had walked in- 
to the dry ditch some distance above, and 
wandered down towards the road till lie 
came to the mason work, and there unable 
to climb up the perpendicular walls was 
terrified at his loneliness and resorted to 
tho means which nature lias kindly provid- 
ed in such cases to make his trouble known. 
I went around and got down to him and 
offered to lift him out. A half scared and 
half pleased look came over his face a 
moment, and then tho sobs ceased, and 
tho little arms wore put up in a way far 
more expressive than words. J tried to 
soothe him, and while I was carrying him 
around to tho road ho was as quiet as if 
asleep, and when I put him down he re- 
newed bis vocalism in a different key and 
scampered away towaids some low houses 
a little way back. 1 watched till ! saw 
some other children come out to meet him, 
and then resumed my journey, considering 
how often it is that older people as well as 
children have need to be helped over the* 
difficulties that obstruct their way. 

The first building 1 came to on entering 
the hamlet of Sliottery was one with 
thatched roof and wails of gravel and 
clay mixed with straw to hold the clay and 
gravel together. It had evidently stood 
many years, but had begun to crumble in 
places. It must hnvo been a success in its 
early days. Turning a corner or two and 
passing a score or more magnificent stacks 
of wheat and hav, and more ancient build- 
ings, and a mail on a tricycle peddling bn ad 
to tuu villagers, I came to a pleasant situ- 
ation and saw before inu the Anno Hath- 
away cottage, its heavy thatched roof over- 
hung by large trees on one side and a 
shady garden stretching away from the 
other as may bo seen in the photographs. 
But here again the photograph gives forms 
correctly, but fails to put the old, very old, 
look into the picture. You. sec the same 
style of building as that in Which .Shake- 
speare was born, only on a humbler scale, 
riiu old oak beams in sight outside and in- 
side, i lie suaces between them filled with 
earth and plaster, or stone, and the dilapi- 
dated gate at the cu trance. 

But the chief charm here is inside. An 
elderly woman, intelligent and nice, a 
direct doscendent of the Hathaway lamily 
and a Hathaway herself before she was 
married, Jets you in and cheerfully shows 
you the relics that everybody goes there to. 
see. First you enter the old kitchen or 
living room, with its enormously high and 
wide tiro place opening up into the great 
old chimney, through which, by way of 
verifying its genuineness, you are invited 
to take a look at the sky, which you <;o 
without much stooping. There in the 
corner beside the fire place stands the 
identical old hard-seated oak settle, oil 
which, while its occupants were warmed 
by the glowing English oak tiro on the ot:o 
side, and cooled by the mighty draft which 
must have swept, tip that enormous chimney 
on the other, undoubtedly was done the 
most poetic of all poetic courting that this 
mumin.no sphere has ever known. There 
we may suppose, in a happy experience, 
were suggested the germ.-, at least, that 
afterward blossomed out in the unrivalled 
characters of Ophelia, Juliet, Rosalind and 
others that make ms plays tho mirror of 
tue ages into which successive generations 
look and see what is, or what they iiingino 
may be possible to themselves. 

In the outer room the old stone floor still 
remains worn with deep hollows by the 
millions of footsteps over it, and the oak 
floors m the other rooms are worn thin, ap- 
parently too thin for safety by their long 
lise.Tl.e w inflows and doors with their queer 
old latches, and the Jlargc beams overuoad, 
black with ago, and in some of tho rooms 
so low one cannot pass under them without 
stooping, all show their weight of years as 
plainly as an aged peisou does, and like 
aged persons ot the light sort, glow to be 
more and more objects of interest as the 
years accumulate. 

Above stairs 1 was shown an ancient 
Hathaway boil, very fine and expensive in 
its day, with its tail handsomely carved 
oak posts, black as ebony with age. and its 
queer quilts and coverings of silk; it must 
bo tantalizing to an untuquuriou. In a 
case covered with glass was an ancient 
bolster covering, done up with spotless 
neatness and folded so as to show the lino 
needle-work with which it was made. 
There was also a linen sheet, not iu the 
case, which 1 was allowed to handle, rather 
coarse for these days, but nice and beauti- 
fully hemmed, and put together with hand- 
made lace insertion, a strip 3-4 of an inch 
wide down the middle where the two 
breaths were joined. This was made by a 
Hatha way and had always been in the 
family, but whether it was a part of the 
Work that must have been done in the way 
of preparation while young Siiukcspunro 
was a visitor at the house I did not learn, 
but it might have been, for the good woman 
assured me positively that it was 800 years 
old, and it was about 300 years ago that

I loll my own, 
and as l came a wav my hostess picked me 
some flowers and leaves which grew upon 
the side ot tho house. 1 thanked her and 
promised to take them to some voum. 
ladies I knew’, and to toll them that if they 
could receive such attentions as Anne 
Hathaway did they need not find limit ii it 
who in an equally humble place. .She 


lauphod a hearty English laugh and gave 
me hor h uul nnd 1 left. 

Six o’clock brought mo '.ink to the vil- 
lage of Stratford. I had two hours before 
my train loft and t>»ok one of th ou, as I 
had need for rest and to.' pediment. l lten 
I obtained a few momentous of the day mid 
place to carry home, ami started for tho 
depot, taking the streets whore I could got 
one more look of the ni<»st interesting ob- 
jects and places.

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SHAKESPEARE’S HOME.

tliiff in front nnd lier lirttibitiKl hulitnd her. 
Their Iricyelo watt nn elegant one, made in 
Coventry, and cost it little short of *200. 
They wore now Horn Wales, and had 
travelled between 1200 and 1.1(H) miles mak- 
ing about (Ml miles a day. I told them they 
would not be likely to run (Ml nnles a dav 
over the roads in America. They thought 
they would prefer doing it in England. 
They talked and appeared as if they were 
enjoying their journey immensely, button- 
ing my overcoat— the thermometer is not 
at 05 degrees here— 1 took one more view 
of Stratford and turned to the station, 
where very soon the train from London 
came along and took mo back to my 
lodgings in Hirmingliam, where 1 found 
rest from a weary but delightful day, and, 
hotter still, letters and papers from home. 

RHAKKSPKAltE, OK 11 AGON— WHICH? 

In visiting this shrine of literary great- 
ness, I have accepted the almost universal 
belief that Shakespeare was the real author 
of the works attributed to him, and have 
entered into the spirit, of the reminiscences 
ns genuine, which they probably are. Yet 
I must confess that one or two things re- 
specting the matter puzzle and plague me 
as they have many others. It. is very 
strange that a man of such literary tastes 
and attainments as the author oi Shake- 
speare’s plays must have boon, should have 
used his pon so little as to be unable to" 
write even his name in a fairly legible 
manner. Not a scrap of nil ho wrote, if 
lie did write what is credited to him, has 
bocn preserved, except the live signatures 
to his will. To that paper he signed his 
name live linuH ns if trying to get it so it 
could he read, and encu time he spelled 
the name differently and seemed to got it 
in worse shape than before, and it was not 
all age thnt made the pen marks crooked, 
trembling, labored and irregular, and the 
spelling uncertain, tor ho was only flity- 
tlirco when he died. 

Again, a good edition of his plays was 

{ mblished in 1025, only seven years alter 
lis death. If tiacon wrote them as Con- 
gressmen Ignatius Donnelly and my friend 
air. Burr and others claim, but for pruden- 
tial reasons affecting his position and stand- 
ing at court, where it was unpopular to 
have to do with the drama, concealed the 
fact of his authorship, using Shakespeare 
the actor as his “Mask.”— Bacon onco 
writes about his literary Mask— 1028 was 
still too early to have the real authorship 
disclosed, and the book getting out as 
Shakespeare’s, it was not then desirable 
and afterwards not easy to correct the mis- 
take. This is a somewhat plausible ex- 
planation of tho way, if Bacon was the 
author, in which tire plays come to be ac- 
cepted as Shakespeare’s. While Bacon 
lived lie preferred they should go in Shake- 
pearc’s name, and after his death there 
was nobody living who could make the 
correction. The Shakespeare family wore 
not literary people. John Shakespeare, 
William’s father, made his mark, instead 
of writing his name, as is shown by a 
document exhibited in the museum in the 
old house, and it is said that William 
Shakespeare’s daughters also affixed their 
signatures in the same way. It looks 
doubtful, but I suppose it is unprofitable 
to undertake to seriously disturb wliat are 
generally accepted as facts relating to such 
matters, so 1 will admire and roverenco the. 
genius that produced and gave to tho 
world the wonderful works, and try not to 
think it necessary to know. what it appears 
cannot he known with certainty, the real 
name of this author. 

Whether written by Shakespeare or 
Bacon, or some one wholly unknown, theso 
plays arc equally great, equally a priceless 
literary gift to the world, and probably the 
best wo can do is to accept them on their 
merits and respoct the channel through 
which they have come to us, according to 
tho fullest knowledge wo can get. What 
wo know of Shakespeare outside of tho 
literary works that bear his name, is but 
little, and that little not altogether what 
wc should expect of a man deserving to 
stand at the head of tho literary geniuses 
of all past time. Wo know that lie could 
get intoxicated and some times lay out 
doors all night, under a tree to sloop off his 
stupor, and it is said lie was seriously 
threatened with imprisonment for poach- 
ing on his neighbors’ land. But some 
other eminent authors have not been tem- 
perance men, and scores of distinguished 
persons have not only been threatened with 
imprisonment but have actually expe- 
rienced it. .So all this settles nothing. 
Tho fact that his townsmen and contem- 
poraries who knew him best, believed him 
an eminent author, and when ho died paid 
to his remains and his memory the very 
highest respect in their power, gives tho 
cue to the world and probably sots tho 
matter in tho host light possible cither 
then or now.

Newton Cottage Hospital. 

Tho regular meeting of tho trustees was 
held at tho Hospital on Monday, the 10th 
inst. Fifteen members of the Board were 
present, the vice-president, Mr. Converse, in 
the chair. 

The Treasurer’s report showod a deficit 
on current expense account, and a balance 
of $450.43 to tho croditof the Building fund. 

The finance committee reported that a 
circular had been sent to several citizens, 
setting forth tho needs of tho hospital, and 
asking for contributions to the buiiding 
fund, but as yet but few responses had 
been received. 

The Executive commilteo reported that 
in accordance with the recommendation of 
the Medical Board, they had elected Dr. F. 
W. Webber a member of tho medical staff, 
in placo of Dr. J. II. Bodgo resigned. 

The committee had received a communi- 
cation, asking that measures bo taken to 
have boxes placed in the railroad stations 
for the reception of old linen, books and 
other articles for the hospital, and referred 
the matter to a sub-committee. 

The matron reported the number of pa- 
tients admitted since the June meeting of 
the trustees, 33. Number since the open- 
ing of the hospital, 124. Number in hospi- 
tal Sept, llltli, 10. 

The resignation of Rev. B. K. Peirce, D. 
D., as a member of the Board, which was 
received at tiie June meeting, was accept- 
ed, as Dr. Pierce stated that liis numerous 
engagements made it impossible for him to 
attend to the duties of a trustee of the hos- 
pital. Mr. A. D. S. Bell was then elected 
to fill the vacancy caused by the resigna- 
tion of Dr. Peirce. 

A vote was passed, requesting the secre- 
tary to prepare and transmit to Miss 
Fletcher, a nurse who is soon to leave tho 
service of the hospital to engage in private 
nursing, an expression of the appreciation 
of the Board of the value of her work in 
the institution. 

It was voted that the Finance committee, 
with such ministers of the city as they 
may associate with them, he requested to 
take charge of the arrangements for the 
collections ou Hospital Sunday. 

The statement being made that a large 


item In tho current expenses of tho hospi- 
tal was for milk, Mrs. E. J. Collins, a 
member of the Board, at once gonorously ! 
offered to give a cow to the hospital, and ! 
the Building committee were instructed to 
prepare a suitable building for its shelter. 
There is plenty of pasturage on the hospi- 
grounds, and quite a large hill for milk 
will ho saved to the institution by this 
gift. 

Mrs. Bishop referred to a method she 
had seen in operation for collecting money 1 
for a hospital in England by means of a 
so-called birthday contribution, and 
thought it would ho well for our hospital 
to try a similar plan. 

A committee, consisting of Mrs. Bishop, I 
Mrs. M. L. Bacon, and Miss Emerson was 
appointed to take the matter into consid- 
eration, and with full powers to put in op- 
eration such measures as they may deem 
best for tho collection of a birthday fund. 
Tho idea is, that each member of a family 
shall put in a box provided for the pur- 
pose on his birthday a number of cents 
equal to the number of years of his ago. 

This plan, while taxing eacli ono to a 
very small amount if generally adopted, 
will add quite materially to the income of 
tho hospital, and will he a pleasant way for 
every one to celebrate his birthday by 
doing a kind act for others. Our citizens 
will hear from tho above committco in re- 
gard to tho matter. 

The Trustees hopo it will be kept in 
mind by tho people of Newton that it costs 
considerable moro to run a hospital than 
can bo obtained from the board of patients. 
We need about $4,500 a year from the vol- 
untary contributions of our citizens, and 
subscriptions to the building fund for tho 
proposed new wing to the amount of $5,000 
at least. All remittances should ho sent to 
the treasurer, Mr. Geo. S. Bullous, New- 
ton, or 100 Franklin street, Boston.
